The provint-ial government’s \iew of British 
r'olumbia's financial position was pj-ojerted FHday- 
when Finance Minister Evan Wolfe brought down his 
$;i.6 billion 1976-77 budget. 

Last year’s budget totalled $3.2 billion. 

Regarded by man,'.’ as the toughest budget in 
yeare, it raises corporation taxes, income ta.xes, the 
sales tax and cigarette and tobacco taxes. 

And it boosts day rates for hospital care from $1 
a da.v to $4 for acute-care patients and from $1 a day 
1o .$7 for extended care patients. In addition the bud¬ 
get hits all pa,rticipants In the B.C. Medical Services 
plan with increases in monthly premiums. 

Corporation income tax jumps two percentage 
pcinLs from 13 to Lo per cent e.xcepl for small bus- 
ine.sses which will be la.xed at 12 per cent. The 
increa,se.s are retroactive to Jan. 1.

Wolfe announced that the B.C.

Tobacco users felt the first 
impact.

That means 
that apart from what Wolfe 
described as “generous ex¬ 
emptions” tlie (xmsumer will 
he i>aying two cents more on 
every purchasing dollar ex¬ 
cept for food, children’s cloth¬ 
ing. drugs, school supplies 
and reading material. 

Kstimated yield from the in¬ 
crease is $200 million of which 
$110 million will be paid by 
the consumer. $90 million by 
the business sector. 

Wolfe said the exemptions 
would make sure low-income 
families were not hit too hard. 

In total the increases will 
generate $267.5 million $28 
million short of a balanced 
budget. 

While it wasn’t entirely a 
had-news budget, the picking* 
were slim for the average 
persmi looking for a break. 

As indicated earlier home¬ 
owner grants for people over 
the age of 65 will he increased 
to $.’180 “a major «tep to- 
waitls removing the'property 
lax burden” from the elderly. 
Wolfe said. 

Rut even that taste of honey 
was marred somewhat by the 
news that homeowTiei's under 
the age of 65 would have their

Tornadoes ripped /ttiTough 
Oklahoma. Missouri rand poi-- 
tions of the midwest Friday 
night, leaving a patlA.of death 
and destruction. Hea<V,,^rain 
and strong winds su-ept NJhe 
south. ' 

At least four persons were 
killed and several otliers in- 
.lured hy the twisters. 

A tornado swept through a 
residential section of the Ar¬ 
kansas border town of Spin». 
Okla., leveling buildings and 
crumpling mobile homes. 

At least three persons were 
killed and more than three 
dozen others injured. 

A National Guard <'*»mman(l 
|K»st re|K>rled rescue workers 
.still were searching through 
the rubble for missing i»er- 
sons. 

'■’The damage is far worse 
than cither the Tulsa or Still¬ 
water tornadoes, there is no 
way to compare it,” a news¬ 


man at the scene said, reter- 
ring to the stale’s last two 
major tornadoes. 

“Tliere are homeless per¬ 
sons wandering all over the 
■town. Confusion reigns. Cars 
are backed up making it hard 
for ambulances and emer¬ 
gency vehicles to get through. 

-"An entire section of the 
Imvn IS gone.” he said. "The 
only pow'er in town is from a 
few emergency generators.” 

An elderly Sarcoxie, Mo., 
man was killed and his wife 
in jured as tornadoes touched 
down in at least four 
southw-pst Missouri counties. 

A dispatcher in the Sarcoxie 
jiolice department said the 
couple’s mobile home was de¬ 
molished hy the tw ister. 

“It looked like the home 
blew hack about 50 feet and 
then the top and side just 
blew right off. I’ve never seen 
anything like it in my life.” 
the dispatcher said. “Every¬ 


thing was lUst completely flat¬ 
tened out.” 

A tornado tore through the 
small Yell county town of 
Centerville. Ark., injuring 
four persons and destroying 
several houses. Another tor¬ 
nado hit Wiville, Ark., Inju¬ 
ring one person. 

Several toimadocs were 
sighted in niinoi.s, but only 
minor damage was reported.

‘Revenge,’ ‘tirade,’ ‘partisan’ 

Opposition sums up: 
shocked disbelief

"It's a budget of political 
revenge,” said the NDP's 
David Stupich. 

"It’s a political' tirade.” 
said Progressive ConservatiN'e 
Scott Wallaotk 

"It’s a very partisan dwu- 
ment,” said Liberal Gordon 
Gibson. 

That’s the way the three op- 
fiosition parties summed up 
their shocked disbelief after 
Evari Wolfe’s budget speech. 

The budget had berated the 
former NDP government and 
premier throughout, and 
wound up with some round¬ 
house blows at sociaJist and 
labor party governments of 
other countries. 

“It's unusual to have a bud¬ 
get speech couched in such 
terms.” Stupich said. 

"He’s using this medium to 
attack other social democrat¬ 
ic governments in the world 
that we have to do business 
with.” 

Stupich said the document 
was caie of political revenge 
rather than one of recovery. 

He said he was disturb^ at 
the prospect of such a docu¬ 
ment receiving world-wide 
distribution. 

“They are still attempting 
to carry on the last election 
campaign.” he said. “I can't 
understand why they can’t gel 
it out of their systems and get 
on with the budget. 

“It is extremely disappoint¬ 
ing lhal they would use 
this occasion for that kind of 
attack on previous adminis¬ 
trations in B.C. and other 
countries. It is bound to harm 
rather than help us.” Stupich 
.said. 

He said he felt the salt's tax 
increases were retrogressive. 

If there had to be increases 
they should have been limited 
to specified luxury items, not 
instituted across the board. 

Stupich was not opposed to 
income tax IrKreases if neces- 
saiy. but would have liked to 
have seen them instituted a.s 
Saskatchewan had done, so 
that only middle and high in¬ 
come people paid the in¬ 
creases. 

Wallace said the high politi¬ 
cal intensity of the speech 
was something he had never, 
before heard in his seven 
years in the house. 

“For all the political fen’or 
of W. A. C. Bennett he never 
delivered a speech of such 
fervor. The last page of this 
speech could have been left 
out.” 

Apart from that criticism. 
Wallace was generally in 
favor of the budget. 

He said the new gosem- 
rnent had tried to solve prr^ 
lems although it did involve 
unnecessarily high increases 
in taxation. 

He would have pre/erred ta 
see lower increases, combined 
with a moderate deficit, 
aimed at a,J)8!anced budget 
next year. 

The budget, (iihson said, 
wxxild have a very serious im¬ 
part on the avera^ British 
Columbian as an “unneces¬ 
sary jiolitical strateg>'.” 

He said the go%-emment 
simply wanted to blame the 
previous administration for 
any hardships. 

Gibson said the budget con- 
1 a i n e (1 hidden taxation, 
through increased Insurance 
eVuT). of B.C. rates, and the 
threat of increased ferry 
fares. 

“By and large. 1 don’t think 
they have quite presented a 
straight picture in the very 
partisan d«K'umrnf we have 
got todify,” Gibson comment¬ 
ed.

Battle of dome 
lost by Ceres 


TOPEKA, Kan. (UPI) — 
The Kansas house has refused 
to forgive the roman goddess 
of agriculture ft>r her ques- 
tionaMe past — deciding to 
ban her forever from her 
rightful place atop the state 
capitol dome. 

The legislators Friday flnal- 
ly^decided to finish the 100- 
year-old statehouse c<m- 
troversy by playing it safe — 
erecting a flagpole — instead 
of a statue of Ceres, the 
mman godde.ss of grain. 

Ceres' problem was that she 
w’as a transplanted goddess 
from Greek mythology — 
where she carried the name 
Demeter and symbolized crop 
fertility, women’s fertility and 
prostitutes. The early Kansas 
settlers wanted Ceres on the 
dome. 

"I vote no because our fore¬ 
fathers planned for a statue of 
the roman goddess Cere.s to 
he placed atop our state capi¬ 
tol.” said republican Ruth 
Wilkin. 

"This was a tribute to the 
fertile wheat-producing lands 
of our state and we are letting 
them down when w# settle for 
a lighted flagpole." 

The state's 1901 lawmakers 
were th^.flrat to be told Ceres 
was more \han just the 
goddess frf agriculture. Some 
of the state's womens’ groups 


had investigated the goddes.s 
and they put pressure then bn 
the legislature to select some- 
thtng else for. the dome. The 
lawmakers caved in. 

Since then, the legislature 
has argued almost annually 
about how the statehouse 
should be capped. 

A 1974 legislator said if the 
state truly wanted the capitol 
to represent Kansas crops, it 
should be more commercial. 

“Why don’t we put a giant 
box of wheatles up there?” he 
said. 

Friday, only 43 house 
members voted against the 
$14,000 flagpole appropriation 
which included lighting in 
order to fly the flags 24 hours 
a day. Among the opponent.s 
were Ceres’ supporters and 
lawmakers who believe the 
$14,000 was a luxury item. 

"It’s djfftcult to vole 
against motherhood, apple pie 
and the flag," said represent¬ 
ative Charie.s Laird. "People 
in my district are patriotic 
and they love the flag, but 
thi.s is a luxury item that’s too 
expensive and we don’t need 
It.” 

"By voting yes, we punt 
into the wind, vrave the flag, 
pet the dog and eat mom’.s 
a|Y>le pie whhout worrying 
about what the dog might do 
in the backyard or if the pie 
Is good or bad."

"And, dKpite this warning, 
that same premier and min¬ 
ister of finance, came back 
the following year 'with a bud¬ 
get increase of 48.3 per cent,” 
Wolfe said. 

"As a consequence the 
present government is chal¬ 
lenged with making effective 
and efficient use of every bud¬ 
get dollar this next fiscal 
year." 

Wolfe had a word of sympa¬ 
thy for the civil servants 
charged with the reeponsi- 
bili^ of administering his 
hard-times budget. 

"In view of the essential fi¬ 
nancial constraints, the bud¬ 
get will not be as easy to ad- 
minlster as the ‘free- 
wheeling's pending budgets of 
the short-lived piwious ad¬ 
ministration." he said- "The 
budget constraints are sud¬ 
den, but immedigtely re¬ 
quired." 

To thundering desk-pound- 
ing, he slammed hard Into the 
silent o(^)osition benches. 

"The former government, 
now in opposition, has left the 
citizens of this province a bit¬ 
ter pill to swallow," he said. 
"As I stand here contemplat¬ 
ing once again the sad and 
wretched state Into which our 
province has fallen in three

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The budget 


F inance minister evan wolfe UMt it ■ 

recovery budget. It is also a political budget. 
The partisan politics bristle from the Introductian and 
conclusion, and places In between. It confirms the 
widely held belief that Premier William Bennett Is 
determined to right all real — and Imaginary — 
wrongs committed by the previous government in the 
shortest possible time, and with the utmost impact. 

But in the circumstances it is a sensible budget, 
although with some possible faults dlscernable. 

First of an it Is restrained, without being hard- 
fisted to the point of doing irreversible harm to any 
government services. Proposed spending is up 10 per 
rent over the original estimates for last year, or 5 per 
rent over the revised estimates, which can be com¬ 
pared with an inflation rate of about the same amount 
but with a fast-growing population taken into con¬ 
sideration. (It will be recalled that B.C. had its first $2 
billion budget in 1974 and its first 93 billion budget in 
19751. 

It is balanced, too Some of the money to balance it 
is coming from “recaptured" special funds. They will 
be emptied into general revenue. But according to the 
minister, the activities for which they have been es¬ 
tablished will continue through budgeted funds — 


which is as.well, when one of them for Instance Is the 
Provincial Major Disaster Fund. 

By far the larger part of the money will come from 
the various tax increases and raised medicare and dai¬ 
ly hospital charges. We do not think there will be a ma¬ 
jor public outcry over the higher tax on cigarettes. Nor 
will there be much criticism of the increasing of the 
sales tax or provincial personal Income taxes. Both 
are among the lowest in Canada, and will remain 
below average. 

The budget does not offer any clear-cut Incentives 
to industry, which is a surprise. It does not give 
municipal taxpayers as much of a break as they might 
have hoped for and even expected, at a time when local 
taxes are rising fast in most places. It would perhaps 
have been a fairer approach to a touchy problem if the 
amounts to be charged to acute-care and extended- 
care patients had been reversed, except in the cases of 
those receiving government income assistance. 

But the budget’s additional expenditures over last 
year's in the main are all directly related to services 
lor people, which is a credit. Perhaps the worst way of 
looking at it is that it makes us all hurt a bit for the 
previous government's well-rubbed-ln sins. But the 
best is that by next spring we may have recovered 
enough to hear more pleasant news. 


More from Solzhenitsyn 


O N WEDNESDAY of this week Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn delivered himself of a statement 
which must rank equally in universal importance with 
the late Harold Macmillan’s prophetic “winds of 
change" speech which heralded the emergence of the 
third world as a major international political force. 

In a radio talk over the BBC the exiled Soviet 
writer and Nobel prize winner once again repeated his 
warning that the West Is enfeebled and nearing col¬ 
lapse. But this time he spoke with more force and with 
the bitterness of a man who has been betrayed. 

Before he defected to the West, he said, he could 
never have imagined to what an extreme degree the 
West actually desired to blind itself to the world situa¬ 
tion. Life in the West today is like life in pre-1917 Rus¬ 
sia just before the revolution. 

What we see today, he went on. is always the same 
— adults deferring to the opinion of their children, the 
younger generation carried away by shallow, 
worthless ideas, professors scared of being un¬ 
fashionable and universal sympathy for revolutionary 
extremists. 

Nobody driving to an airport these days can be 
sure he won’t be gunned down by some fighter for 
someone or other’s freedom. Nobody can be sure of his 
safety. 

"But the 4errorists can be sure. Public opinion 
guarantees that their lives will be safe, that their 
cause will be given publicity and that they will be held 


in decent confinement until such time as other ter¬ 
rorists come and rescue them ...” 

Desperately lashing out. Solzhenitsyn charged Bri¬ 
tain with losing its character and its common sense. 
Today, he said, the United Kingdom’s position in the 
world is of less significance than that of Romania or 
even Uganda. 

The people of Britain, he added, are living on self- 
deception and illusions both in the world of politics and 
the world of ideas. 

Soviet society, he said, despite being benumbed by 
lies for 50 years has developed a certain inner lucidity 
enabling it to perceive the real meaning of events in 
contrast to the West’s plunge into lethargy, into a kind 
of mass blindness. 

Cautioning the West to wake up to realities he out¬ 
lined how the Communist powers are taking over more 
and more countries as bridgeheads for the coming 
world war, while the whole world stands by and does 
nothing. The West, he concludes, has become hopeless¬ 
ly enmeshed in its worship of all that Is pleasant, all 
that is comfortable and all that Is material. 

Solzhenitsyn is an angry man — angry with Russia 
for planning to take over the world but even angrier 
with the West for deceiving him and the world through 
its betrayal of its trust and its denial of its position as a 
champion of freedom and a defender of liberty. 

His words should be heeded. But they won’t be — 
for the West has become as deaf as it is blind.

Non-whites fear more curbs 


Who will be a British citizen? 

The announcement by Home 
Secretary Roy Jenkins that he 
intends to publish proposals 
this spring for a law redefining 
British citizenship is already 
causing deep concern to 
organizations involved in race 
relations. They fear the result 
will be to make the immigra* 
tion rulM. particularly those 
relating to the right of abode m 
Britain, more stringent and 
further uicreaae the sense of 
insecurity which affects large 
sections of the immigrant com¬ 
munity — particularly Asians. 

In a recent speech to the 
International Press Institute 
Jenkins spoke of the 

anomalous legal tangle" of 
the citizenship laws and "the 
ertremely harmful effect they 
had in encouraging anxiety and 
confusion about who or who 
doesn't belong to this country." 
1 He pointed out that much of 
y this tangle was a relic from 
Britain's imperial past and had 
resulted in the creation of a 
bewildering variety of persons 
including “partials", citizens 
of the United Kingdom and 
colonies, Commonwealth 
citizens. British protected 
persons and British subjects 
without citizenship.

SA a pragmatic fashion”

The classic jx-agmatic solu¬ 
tion was the introduction of the 
concept of "partial" rights for 
people having familial ties 
with the United Kingdom. T^is 
manifestly favored inhabltanU 
of the "old.” white, Com¬ 
monwealth countries over the 
"new,’’ colored, citizens from 
the Indian subcontinent. 

The government's desire, aa 
expressed by the minister at 
the Home Office with special 
responsibility for race, Alex 
Lyon, is to "redefine the 
whole citizenship and im¬ 
migration law in a way which 
will put an end permanently to 
this whole business. A British 
citizen will have the right of 
entry” And that, in theory, 
will be that. 

Few people concerned with 
problems of race and immigra¬ 
tion would argue with the 
desirability of ratonalizing the 
laws. What worries them is 
how this will be done. As one 
eminent lawyer pointed out, U 


Is possible for any rationaliza¬ 
tion to go along one of two 
pathji. Either you can restore 
the right of entry and abode in 
this country to all existing 
citizens of the United Kingdom 
and colonies who don't have it 
at the moment, including up to 
750.000 people from whom it 
has been removed by immigra¬ 
tion laws. Or you simply 
remove their British 
citizenship and at the same 
time jettison those obligations 
which past British govern¬ 
ments have admitted to exist. 

The current fear of the Joint 
('oundl for the Welfare of Im¬ 
migrants is that there will be 
considerable pressure to 
redefine the laws of citizenship 
and the ri^t of abode in the nar¬ 
rowest possible way. confining 
both to people with close familial 
ties to this country or who have 
already lived here for five years. 
This suggestion has already been 
put forward by the Society of 
Conservative Lawyers 

Such pressures were already 
clear in the recent debate on 
the new race relations bill. 
Although the bill, in theory, has 
nothing to do with immigra¬ 
tion. even such a liberal as the 
shadow home secretary, Wil¬ 
liam Whltelaw. spent most of 
his speech hammering home 
the point that any race rela¬ 
tions bill could work only If 
Jenkins kept his "clear com¬ 
pact with the British people " to 
enforce a really strict control 
of immigration. 

★ ♦ ★ 

This kind of speech, par¬ 
ticularly coming from 
Whitelaw. causes concern at 
two levels. First there is anx¬ 
iety that the government will 
be under heavy pressure to jet¬ 
tison existing legal obligations 
to pockets of U K. citizens who 
might want to come here in tbe 


future — for example remain¬ 
ing group c4 Asians in Africa. 
Indians living in Malaysia, and. 
by far the largest group, 
Chinese in Hong Kong. 

But such organizations as the 
Runnymede Trust also believe 
that it is important that the 
prim'iple of the government's 
obligations should he 
recognized precisely because 
of the effect on existing im¬ 
migrant communities. 

They know from experience 
that official attitudes to im¬ 
migration and to race relations 
cannot be separated. Constant 
injunctions to be tough about 
immigration spills over Into 
the treatment of people 
already settled here. ^ 

★ ★ ★ 

But the probiem.s raised by 
such issues as the United 
Kingdom citizens In Hong Kong 
and Malaysia and. more impor¬ 
tant. the kind of emotive scare 
stories they can give rise lo are 
exactly what every govern¬ 
ment wants lo avoid. No one 
seriously believes that the four 
million Hong Kong Chinese are 
ever going to claim entry lo 
this country, even when the 
cojony reverts to Chinese 
ownership, but it is still con¬ 
sidered politically necessary to 
scotch the fear of the "yellow 
hordes ’ pouring in. 

At tbe moment the govern¬ 
ment's intention seems to be to 
narrow the definition of British 
citizenship and to make the 
right of abode synonymous 
with it. while at the same time 
retaining leeway to deal with 
any future crises as and when 
they arise. Lyon quoted 
Rhodesia as one such possible 
crisis. This is not reassuring to 
colored minorities already 
here. They suspect that special 
treatment is more likely to be 
given to white Rhodesians in 
any crisis than lo, say. Malay¬ 
sian tamils

Excuse for a snap election? 


Calling an election before 
new Tory leader Joe Clark con¬ 
solidates his position wouldn’t 
be very sporty but partisan 
politics is not a sporty game. Its 
first objective is to win. no mat¬ 
ter how. and then hold power. 
For appearances* sake, some 
pretence of fair play is main¬ 
tained but that's strictly 
camouflage for what the hard- 
nosed manipulators are doing. 
If they can catch an opponent 
off base they delight in striking 
a swift blow. Having conned 
the electorate in 1974 into giv¬ 
ing him a majority in the Com¬ 
mons on refusal to fight infla¬ 
tion. the Trudeau regime does 
not have to call an election for 
at least another 30 months. 
Short of an outright revolt of its 
backbenchers, the government 
is safe until mid-1979. 

But it got itself into hot water 
with Mr. Trudeau's somersault 
on price-income controls, with 
his attack on the economic 
foundations of our system, and 
with his "viva Castro" perfor¬ 
mance in Cuba It is also in 
trouble over misuse of power 
for lining the pockets of its 
cronies and for obstructing 
justice. 

(The Mirabel scandal is just 
^ sample of shocking revela- 
•tions to come. So is the current 
uproar over tbe leak of a 
judge's complaint about at¬ 
tempts by cabinet ministers to 
influence the administration of 
justice.) 

★ ♦ ★ 

With the risk of more embar¬ 
rassing revelations growing 
every day. and with self- 
inflicted economic injuries 
festering, the prospect of facing 
an angry electorate in 1978 or 
1979 does not look very appeal¬ 
ing to Trudeau's strategists. 

Pondering the ways and 
means that could save his posi¬ 
tion. Mr. Trudeau has two ^sic 
options One is to manoeuvre 
organized labor into open revolt 
and do what Indira Gandhi has 
done in India with the use of 
emergency measures the 
other is to call a snap election 
before the exchange value of 
our dollar nose-^ilves. the un¬ 
folding scandals really outrage 
the public and before the new 
Tory leader is ready for battle. 

While tbe prime minister can. 
in theory, call an election at any 
time on almost any pretext, in 
practice he needs some plausi¬ 
ble justification for seeking a 
new mandate when he Is not in 
a precarious minority position. 

Since a majority government

cannot convincingly plead 
obstruction of its program. Mr. 
Trudeau would as an ex¬ 
cuse for calling a snap election 
some big and urgent issue 
clearly outside the scope of the 
mandate he received from 
voters in 1974. 

For example, having been 
elected on a clear-cut rejection 
of price-income controls. Mr. 
Trudeau could, and indeed 
should, have gone to the 
country when he reversed 
himself last fall. He violated 
voters’ trust and the mandate 
they gave him when he imposed 
controls without seeking 
authority for doing what he said 
he wouldn't do. Since organized 
labor is adamantly opposed to 
the cemtrol program. Mr. 
Trudeau should have called an 
election on the issue. 

He would also be entitled (ac¬ 
tually required) to call an ell^- 
tion on his "new society" con¬ 
cept.

after decades of haggling over 
bringing in the BNA Act home 
from Westminster, fail now to 
agree in a hurry on a patriation 
formula, the federal govern¬ 
ment will do it alone, uni¬ 
laterally. 

A few days after he dropped 
his constitutional ultimatum 
out of the blue in Quebec City. 
Mr. Trudeau said he might call 
an election on it. 

That, of course, would suit 
him admirably. It would cast 
him into the role of super 
patriot defending Canada's in¬ 
dependence and national unity 
He could drum up an 
emotional storm of nationalism 
in which his mismanagement of 
the country and outright 
sabotage of the economy, as 
well as the scandals enveloping 
his government, would he 
forgotten for a while. And after 
winning the phoney battle, he 
would interpret it as a mandate 
for launching his "new society" 
project.

All that sabre-rattling last 
year by Communist North 
Korea was a ploy to hide some 
serious economic and political 
problems.

Pyongyang's turn to China 
came abixit when the Soviet 
Union refused to ball out the 
North Koreans at European 
credit windows. 

China offered to provide the 
Koreans what they needed. 

For example, when North 
Korea was no longer able to 
pay for oil. China diverted sup¬ 
plies earmarked for Japan to 
Pyongyang. As soon as the 
Chinese told Tokyo there would 
be a delay in filling oil orders, 
the Russians showed up in 
Tokyo with offers of oil from 
Siberia. The gesture was ac¬ 
companied by innuendos about 
the unrehability of China as a 
supplier. 

The total North Korean ex¬ 
ternal debt is believed to be in 


the vicmily of $1,7 billion, with 
at least $700 million of that 
owed to the Soviet Union.

Pyongyang has recently 
signed some hastily negotiated 
commodity agreements with 
China, Poland, Czechoslovakia.

In the persona] income tax 
field B.C. even with Its latest 
boost still lies seventh on a 
table of 10. Only two prov¬ 
inces pay less provincial in¬ 
come tax than B.C. Albertans 
pay 26 per cent of the federal 
tax payable into provincial 
coffers. Ontario pays 30.5, a 
shade less than B.C’s 32.5. 


Manitobans pay the highest 
percentage of their taxes to 
the province with 42.5 per 
cent finding^its way to the 
capital. 

E\’en in sales tax British 
Columbians are better off 
than most. Newfoundlanders 
pay a 10 per cent sales tax, 
Prince Ethvard Island. No\a 
Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Quebec 8 per cent and Ontario 
7 per cent along with B.C. 

Saskatchewan and Manitoba 


remain at 5 per cent and Al¬ 
berta still remains the only 
province without a sales tax. 

Cigarette taxes reflect a 
similar picture, with B.C. now 
paying 12 cents a pack in 
taxes.

The story, said King, relat¬ 
ed tn the budget being left in 
a hotel safe "where its con¬ 


tents were available to a cer¬ 
tain individual who released 
them to some of his confreres. 

'T have no knowledge,” 
King added, “of the validity 
or veracity of the statements, 
but it Is an extremely grave 
matter. 

“It is a matter which I 
thiiik the whole house could 
appreciate. It could allow for 
certain people to take advan¬ 
tage in terms of knowledge of 
taxation and financial poli¬ 
cies." 

Bennett said: “The figures 
contained in this budget, and 
the confidential information in 
this budget was not in any 
safe, available for anyone to 
see in British Columbia in ad¬ 
vance of this budget being 
presented to the house. 

“I have given my assurance 
to this house that the material 
and figures were never in a 
position to be scrutinized by 
anyone but the proper auth¬ 
orities.” 

t'inance Minister Evan 
Wolfe said later at a press 
conference that information 
officer Dave Brown had 
helped write some of the text 
of foe budget speech. 

However, Brown, who has 
taken an oath of secrecy, did 
not see any of the figures con¬ 
tained in thh budget, Wolfe 
said. 


tax which many financial ex¬ 
perts feel is regitqssdve. 

WoWe eaid the primary con¬ 
sideration it the revenue the 
tax brings In. 

Increasing the sales tax 
brings in $100 million for 
every percentage point in¬ 
crease, whereas for example, 
the personal income tax 
brings in <mly $20 million per 
point. 

Effective midnight Friday 
night, B.C.'t sales tax went 
up 2 percentage points to 7 
per cent. 

Wolfe said in foe budget 
that part of the foundation for 
the government’s revenue 
forecast for foe coming fiscal 
year it an expectation of a 14- 
per-cent grov^h in the econ¬ 
omy. 

He told the newt conference 
that figure was settled on pri¬ 
marily because of the United 
States’ economic climate as 
well as input fnxn foe provin¬ 
cial departments of finance 
and economic development. 

It the budget, Wolfe said it 
appears the United States will 
emerge from foe latest reces¬ 
sion slowly and avoid the in¬ 
flationary boom that followed 
foe previous one. 

in particular, he said, it ap¬ 
pears theire will be some im¬ 
provement in the American 
housing maricet, on which the 
province’s lumber supply de¬ 
pends so heavily. 

He told the news conference 
the revenue estimates are as 
much as the government can 
reasonably expect. 

If foe revenue doesn’t come 
in as planned the government 
has a fair amount of flexibili¬ 
ty in cutting expenditures. 
“W'e'U just make it balance.’’ 
he added. 

Wolfe also said the refer¬ 
ence in the budget to the gov¬ 
ernment restoring foe credi¬ 
bility of the finances of B.C. 
was based on a fear of the 
province’s credit rating. 

“We fear for its (the rating) 
future on the basis of the cur¬ 
rent deficit,” he said. 

He said the government 
feels the financial institutions 


will look with favor on foe 
Social Credit administration’s 
present tlnancial plan. 


Vice does 
its share 
for B.C. 


Drinkers, gamblers and smokers continue to 
be among ttie most important revenue generators 
in British Columbia. 

During the coming fiscal year tipplers are ex¬ 
pected to pour $1.55 million in net profits to the 
Liquor Administration Branch while gamblers will 
push $6.4 million through the parimutuels in bet¬ 
ting taxes alone. 

Smokers are expected to do their Wt for the 
economy by handing ovei $31.5 million in taxes as 
they push their habit. 

But the bad-habit people are pikers when it 
comes to really footing the bill. 

At the head of the list is the ordinary per¬ 
son, who, with the new seven per cent sales tax,'* 
will contribute a whopping $710 million. Last yeai’ 
the sales tax at five per cent generated $480 mil¬ 
lion. 

Motorists will contribute $175 million in gaso¬ 
line taxes and another $15 million through the 
"motive-fuel use tax.” 

Householders and businesses using fuel oil for 
heating will chip in a further $3 million while the 
hotels and motels will collect M.5 million in room 
taxes for the governmenL 

Corporation income taxes will garner $251 
million, capital lax will raise $35 million, the 
succession duty tax $26 million — and the little 
guy through personal income tax a staggering 
$815.9 mlUion. 

When all the collections are in, the govern¬ 
ment will have $3.5 billion to spend. It needs $3.6 
billion. 

The estimated deficit — $27,994,792 — is to be 
made up from other funds. 


Jubilee funding 
still in limbo

Defieit-rdagued Royal Jubi¬ 
lee Hospital found little com¬ 
fort in Friday’s budget 
speech. 

Although foe health depart¬ 
ment's budget has been boost¬ 
ed 20.5 per cent, and an wetra 
$62 million has been provided 
for hospital patient care. Jubi¬ 
lee director Dr. A. C. Picklet 
predicted “1976 will be a very 
tight year indeed" for B.C. 
hMpit^s. 

MajcMr hospitals, including 
Jubilee, ran up large operat¬ 
ing deficits in 1975 and only 
this week won a promise from 
health minister Robert 
McOelland that the province 
will cover twivthirds of each 
hoepital’s deficit. 

The subsidy will cut Jubi¬ 
lee’s deficit from $1.1 miUlon 
to about $350,000. Pickles said. 

Considering foe increase in 
operating costs end foe 
number of hospitals !n B.C. 
the money added to the health 
budget isn’t likely to go far. 

But Jubilee's outlook for 
1976 can’t be predicted until 
the hospital receives its own 
tjudget from the health de¬ 
partment, Pickles said. 

Jacking up the daily charge 
for hospital patients from $l 
to $4 may aJso help hospitals, 
but that depends op how 
much of the money ac^lly 
stays with foe ""tlWpita], 
Pickles added. 

Jubilee has already been 
able to cut $600,000 from its 
1976 budget by reducing staff 
-through attrition. TTie staff 
cuts have taken place in those 
departments not directly con¬ 
cerned with patient care, such 


as administration and 
laundry. 

The cooperation of hospital 
employees in foe economizing 
measures has been tremen¬ 
dous. Pickles said, “but we 
have reached our limit.” 

Any more economizing will 
have to come through layoffs 
and cutbacks In services, 
something the minister has 
said he does not want to see. 

If foe health department 
uses the hospital’s actual 1975 
operating costs, including foe 
$1.1 million deficit, as a base 
for the 1976 budget, “we have 
a reasLXiable chance of break¬ 
ing even,” Pickles said. 

If not, the hospital will (ace 
an even larger deficit at the 
end of 1976, and patient ser¬ 
vices will be impaired. 

If the health department 
does not allow a sufficient 
budget base. Jubilee’s hospi¬ 
tal board will seek a meeting 
with the minister to discuss 
cutbacks and layoffs, Pickles 
■aid. 

Art Young, chairman of the 
Capital region’s hospiital 
board, echoed Pickle’s cau¬ 
tion. “It all depends on how 
it’s sprbiad around.’’ Young 
said of foe new health budget. 

He said he could not fault 
the government on its in¬ 
crease of daily rale.s in hospi¬ 
tals. because the dollar-a-day 
charge has remained un¬ 
changed for years as (^jeral- 
ing costs have climbed. 

His only concern Is that ex¬ 
ceptions be permitted for 
long-term patients who have 
no income, and for those in 
extended care hospitals Who" 
cannot meet the new $7-a-day 
charge for that kind of care.

The galleries were packed 
Friday as Finance Minister 
Evan Wolfe rose to deliver 
the first budget of Premier 
WUiiam Beimett's Social 
Oedit government. 

In foe hallways, lomniis- 
sionaires turned away many 
people who sought to gain ad¬ 
mittance. 

Those lucky enough to find 
seats appeared a good cross- 
section of foe British Colum¬ 
bia public — middle-aged to 
elderly men rather formally 
dress^ for foe occasion; 
women mpdishly attired, 
some with new hats — but a 
goodly number were in their 
leens and 20s. This group was 
more informally dressed — 


linpressed denim pants and 
tieless shirts. The odd mack¬ 
inaw or leather jacket. 

The audience listened In¬ 
tently throughout Wolfe’s 
speech which ran just a few 
minutes short of two hours. 
But it was evident late in foe 
speech that boredom had set 
in with a torrent of budgetary 
figures. 

The house was called In 
order at 2:07 p.ni. Following 
opening prayers, Wolfe —- a 
.Vancouver car dealer who 
was ])art <rf foe Social Oedi^ 
sweep of Dec. 11 that upset 
the former NDP government 
•^rose to speak at 2:15 p.m. 
He finished at 4:08 p.m. 

Wolfe, wearing a styiishly- 
cut grey suit and a blue-white 
pollM dot tia tor hia big day, 


was flanked by Bennett, 
wearing a ruBt>colored cordu¬ 
roy suit, and Education Min¬ 
ister Pat MeCSeer. wearing a 
blue business suit 
Back of the finance min¬ 
ister. against the wall of foe 
chamber, sat Bennett's fafoer, 
a smiling W. A. C. Bennett 
whoee previous Social Credit 
government had been defeat¬ 
ed by foe NDP in 1972. 

The Social Credit benches 
were packed with their heavy 
legislative majority. The NDP 
sat opposite, many of foeir 
.seats empty. Standing is So¬ 
cial Credit34; NDP 18; Uber- 
ai 1; Progressive (jonserva- 
tive 1; vacant 1: total 55’ 
Former NDP premier 
David Barrett was not in the 
house. 


There were television cam¬ 
eras on foe floor of the iiouse 
and photographers prowled 
the galleries, seeking new 
angles for thek* pictures. 

Wolfe spoke for <Hie hour 
and 15 minutes until, at 3:90 
p.m.,‘ he reached foe tax- 
change section of his speech. 

The finance minister opened 
his address with a tongue- 
lashing of the former NDP 
govermnent fur its financial 
policies. He concluded, almost 
two hours later, with another 
lashing of foe opixislticMi. But 
this time he zen^ in on Bar¬ 
rett, who suffered personal 
defeat Dec. II and is seeking 
a return to the house through 
a byelectkm. 

Wolfa wu intarruptad at 


least 90 times during his 
address by Social Credit desk 
thumping which reached a 
crescent as he described 
Barrett as the chief architect 
of British Columbia’s “finan¬ 
cial crisis.” 

The opposition, including 
Liberal Gordon Gibson and 
Progressive Oanservativc 
Scott Wallace, sat quietly for 
foe most part during the 
speech. S<xne made notes as 
they read their copies of the 
budget speech. 

The utily real response a 
collective groan from foe 
NDP members — came when 
Wolfe announced the sales tax 
would be increased from 5 per 
cent to 7 per cent, effective at 
midnight.

Finance Minister Evan 
Wolfe denies it, but there's lit¬ 
tle doubt that he used his bud¬ 
get speech Friday to fire the 
opening shots In the Van¬ 
couver East byelection. 

While making no mention of 
former premier David Barrett 
by name, Wolfe said socialists 
were being rejected by na¬ 
tions around the world "and 
they’ve been thrown out 
here." 

He added “and now foe 
chief architect of foe financial 
disaster in British Columbia 
is trying to slide back in. How 
can foe former premier and 
finance minister of this prov¬ 
ince have foe gall to ask peo¬ 
ple anywhere to vote lor him 
after the way he has blowm 
their money on one of the fan¬ 
ciest spending sprees this 
country has ever seen?” 

Warming to his topic and 
cheered on by other Social 
Credit members, Wolfe re¬ 
minded the house of what 
Barrett had said a year ago 
“when he brought in his dem¬ 
olition budget.” 

“ ‘We arc not here to play 
games in foe old style,’ he 
said. “We are here to serve 
foe people and we’re doing It 
very well’. Do the honorable 
members call what he did 
serving the people?" Wolfe 
asked. “He served them all 
right—a serving of bitter, bit¬ 
ter medicine that we’re ail 
choking on today. 

“We have met our resjionsi- 
hllities in government. We 
have not shirked from our 
duty. We have met the needs 
of the people by starting to 
j'pbuild their shattered econ¬ 
omy. 

“And I repeat, once that re¬ 
building is accomplished, 
never again must it be hand¬ 
ed over to such a wrecking 
crew.” 

Political observers of many 
years standing said they coulil 
not recall a budget speech so 
clearly tailored as a political 
document. 

Wolfe said, “that’s just a 
matter of opinion." 

No dale has yet been of¬ 
ficially set for foe Vancouver 
East byelection but it is ex¬ 
pected to be held in May. So 
far Barrett is foe only nomin¬ 
ated contestant for foe seat 
vacated by Robert Williams 
after Barrett failed to hold his 
Coquitlam seat in the Dec. 11 
provincial flection.

Sick tax 
scored 
by Cocke 


The provincial budget is a vicious document which 
as far as health is concerned is aimed at hurting those 
who can least afford it, according to former health 
minister Dennis Oocke. 

The $1 a da>’ hospitaJ charge is to go up to $4 
for acute care patients and to $7 for extended-oare 
patients on June 1, and B.C. Medical Plan premiumi 
will increase 50 per cent on July 1. 


Cocke said in an interview 
an increase in Income tax 
would hav-e beem a more ac- 
citable way of raising addi¬ 
tional hospital revenue wlfo- 
o u t cutting cost-sharing 
grants from the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

He said he was particularly 
surprised to see a changed at¬ 
titude of the new Health Min¬ 
ister Robert McOelland. 

“When he was on foe ofoer 
side of the house, every time I 
mentioned that a review was 
under way on foe per diem 
rate for extended care, he 
would accuse me of trying to 
tax the sick. 

"We wei-e only thinking 
about moving to $5. Now he 
moves to $7 and that's all 
right.” 

Cocke aaicl he had always 
been oppos^ to increasing 
foe per diem rate for acute- 
care beds because foe money 
paid the patient was sub¬ 
tracted from foe cost-sharing 
formula and so cut foe 
amount of mon«?y contributed 
by the federal government. 

The same argument, he 
said applied to the increase in 
medical plan premiums. 

“A percentage point on the 
taxes would be far more ac¬ 
ceptable,” Cocke said. 

Progressive COTservative 
Scott Wallace, on foe other 
hand, welcomed foe increased 
rates. 

He had been amused, he 
said, to see former premier 
W. A. C. Bennett seated be¬ 
hind his son. the present pre¬ 
mier, while foe increases 
were being announced. 

Wallace said one of foe rca- 
.sons he had left the Social 
Credit party was the earlier 
■Sovred government’.^ refusal 
to increase the rates. 

Finance Minister V’van 
Wolfe did not think the addi-

would "bear heavily" upon 
the Individual, sine# the 
average patient stay was 9.S 
days a year. 

According to Wolfe, fot 
NDP government had man¬ 
aged to turn the profitable 
operation of the B.C. Medical 
Plan to a deficit operation 
during its term in office. 

“With this cash all gone and 
costs up, foe government has 
no option but to restore the 
medical plan to a sound finan¬ 
cial footing.” Wolfe said. 

Health costs, at $871.4 mil¬ 
lion the largest single expen¬ 
diture in the 1976-77 budget, 
represent almost one-quarter 
of the total budget. 

Health estimates are in¬ 
creased $148.1 million or 20.5 
per cent over last year’s re¬ 
vised estimates. 

For families of three or 
more which earn less than a 
monthly taxable inocmie of 
$1,000, the medical plan rates 
increase will be to $9.37 a 
month from $6.25. For a fami¬ 
ly of two In foe same income 
category the increase is to 
$7.50 from $5. 

For a family of three or 
moi*e earning more than 
$1,000 a month, the increase 
will be to $18.75 from $12.50. A 
family of two will pay $15, up 
from $10. 

A single person who earns 
more than $1,000 taxable in¬ 
come a month will pay $7.50 
rather than foe current $5. A 
single person earning less foa 
$1,000 a month will pay $3.75, 
up from $2.50. 

Wolfe said foe premium 
Ivikes will add $40 million in 
revenue. 

“This still leaves an es¬ 
timated operating deficit of 
$42.4 millicm to be financed 
from general provincial reve¬ 
nues after the payment of an 
additional $8 million for pre¬ 
mium subsidies for low-in¬ 
come per.son.s.’’ he said. 

If there were no increases, 
he added, the province would 
have to i>ay the plan an es¬ 
timated $90.2 million in foa 
next fiscal year. 

“An area of continuing con¬ 
cern is foe hospital co-in- 
aurance chaige of $1, par¬ 
ticularly as it relates to foe se¬ 
nior citizen in receipt of pro¬ 
vincial ijicume assistance 
while under long-term care in 
an e.xtended care hospital," 
the minister said. 

“On foe basis of the exisl- 
ing $l-a-<lay charge for care, 
an anomaly e.xists whero such 
persons are accumulating es¬ 
tates fdr their heirs fitJm pub¬ 
lic income assistance -pay¬ 
ments,” he said. 

The second largest budge¬ 
tary commitment was educa- 
tiem with estimated expendi¬ 
tures totalling $846.3 million, 
an increase of 10.9 per cent 
over last year’s revised es¬ 
timates.

Dunn try * lo be everytme’s 
idea of the Jesrish nxmima 
and poppa. 

At tlie risk of breaking the 
pixsTuctinn’s needed pace, the 
accents just aren’t necessary. 
Stein provides for the distinc¬ 
tive cad»ice with his dia¬ 
logue. That’s enough. 


^Ahchaet Bianchina’s Mar¬ 
vin momentarily slips out of 
his sUQiid tough guy guise 
into a more natural naivety. 
And this is wiiat he needs to 
foil Dugald Naamith’s Da\id. 

Nasmith as the stagestruck 
keener walks, or rather stum> 
bles, away w4th the show. 
Sure there are a lot Krich’s 
past |)epformances imposed on 
this young actor, but he is 
smoth aiHl engagin iionetlie- 
less. 

Right-on characterizations 
are found in Brian Lenton and 
Helen Jarvis as the smarmy 


iheatricai couple, while Paula 
Reck as the girlfriend has a 
good grasp of comedy. 

Other nice touches come 
from Bev Holmes, Peter 
Duree and Todd McIntosh. 

Graham Thomson’s eco¬

Lawson’s ‘meddling’ costly 


Land dealings end in. litigation 


VANCXJUVER (CP) — A 
B.C. Supreme Court judge has 
ordered Senator £d Law^ion. 
Canadian director oC the 
Teamsters Union, to pay the 
ootta of a legal action to 
which be was not a party. 

The court order was made 
after Justice Kenneth Mere¬ 
dith held that Lawson’s ac¬ 
tions could constitute ”an of¬ 
ficious intermeddhng” in a 
suit that did not concern him. 

The parties in the action 
were Dr. Robert Garvin, a 
Surrey physician, and Kome- 
liske Bmmett, owner of a Sur¬ 
rey farm. 

Cirarvin sued Mrs. Bamett 
for 56,100, the sum he spent to 
install drainage ditches at the 
farm, which be had agreed to 
lease from Mrs. Bamett 

The facts cited by Meredith 
indicated that, early in 1975, 
Mrs. Bamett wanted to sell 
the farm end Garvin was anx¬ 
ious to terminate the lease. 


Lawson, owner of property 
adjacent to the farm, made a 
written offer to buy the farm 
for $120,000, but Mrs. Bamett 
rejected it. 

Instead, she acc^ted a de¬ 
posit on part of the farm from 
another neighbor and then ne¬ 
gotiated the termlnaticn of 
G^’in's lease. 

Meredith said Lawson 
learned shmtly after that 
Mrs. Bamett had accepted a 
deposit on the farm and had 
agreed to terminate Garvin’s 
lease. 

"This did not suit him 
(Lawson) because he was ap¬ 
parently set upon purchasing 
the farm for himself and 
>^’ished to preserve the lease,’* 
the judge said. 

He said Lawson sent repre- 


sentatK’es to persuade Mrs. 
Bamett to sell the farm to 
him instead. 


North Sea oil 
possible food 

LONDON (Reuter) — Bri¬ 
tain’s North Sea oil could be 
cOTverted Into food to feed its 
population if the need arose, 
saya Prof. John Hudson, 
former director of the Long 
Ashton horticultural research 
station. He said microor¬ 
ganisms could be used to con¬ 
vert oil into a raw materia], 
rich in protein that might end 
up as a textured meat substi¬ 
tute. 


"He then made to the de» 
feftdant (Bamett) an cff^ 
that she says she could not 
resist,” Meredith said. 

Lawson agreed to pay 
$135,(X)0 for the farm and to 
indemnify Mrs. Bamett 
against legal costs and dam- 
agcfl that she might incur if 
sued Iv Garvin or the man 
who originally agreed to buy 
the farm, the judge said. 

He said Lawson gave Mrs. 
Bamett Ws "gratuitous opin¬ 
ion” that, under the terms of 
the le^, she was not legally 
bound to pay Garvin cuiy- 
thing. 

In referring to Lawson's un¬ 
dertaking to indemnify Mrs. 
Bamett against her obliga¬ 
tions, the judge said: "The 
defendant herself apparently 


thought (the obligations) 
existed, but the senator did 
not. 

*1 think it safe to say that 
the senator got value for his 
undertaking to assume pay¬ 
ment of the $6,100. Doing so 
enabled him to purchase for 
less than the defendant other¬ 
wise would have scrfd—she 
saya $10,000 less,” tht judge 
said. 

"If that is correct, and if 
the senator was convinced 
that the $6,100 waa not owing, 
then it seems to me that he. 
not the plaintiff (I>r. Garvin) 
took advantage of the defend¬ 
ant.” 

Meredith concluded that 
Garvin waa "unfairly charged 
with serious and damaging, 
though wholly unfounded alle¬ 
gations of fraud and other 
misconduct.” 

There was no word on how 
much the costs were.

“I wanted to find out when 
city hall w’as going to give the 
streets dl Victoria back to the 




citizens,” Walker told the Col- 
(Miist FViday. 

First he phoned Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Young’s office with no 
luck, then tried several aider- 
men and worked his way 
down through city hall staff 
witli not only his question re¬ 
maining unanswered but no 
one to put it to. 

He made nine different 
phone calls to city hall only to 
be told, ’‘he’s busy, he’s out 
or he’s on his way to Van- 
couvw.” 


”W>'re paying these people 
to sit in city hall.” W'alker 
quipped. 

It was not just tlial he 
couldn’t find anyone in city 
hall on a (Mday that angered 
Walker but that construction 
trucks seemed to be allowed 
to Jitter the streets un¬ 
checked. 

Walker doubted that an or¬ 
dinary person could get away 
with the same thing. 

"I bet you he’d be picked up 


and charged with littering the 
highway,” he said.

‘Gimpletely retrograde step’ 

Hospital fee dismays Broadbent

"Flabl)ergasted" Ekl Bix)ad- 
bent, federal NDP leader, 
levelled a broadside attack 
on the provincial SocretLs* 
.jacking up of daily hospital 
rates in Friday's budget. 

Broadbent told a 250-plu.s 
audience at an NDP-sponsored 
public meeting in Oak Bay he 
was “dismayed and disgust¬ 
ed” that in an affluent prov¬ 
ince like B.C.. daily fees for 
"people who are sick in hospi¬ 
tal” should be hiked 400 per 
cent in one instance and 700 
per cent in another. 

I Friday's budget announced 
that acute care daily rates 
Mill be raised from SI to S4. 
while extended care rates go 
up from SI to $7 daUy.) 

Interviewed after the meet¬ 
ing in the Oak Bay junkn* 
high school, Broadbwt ex¬ 
plained that the hikes, which 
he described as a completely 
retre^rade step, were totally 
foreign to the medicare con¬ 
cept that people should not 
have to pay daily for being 
sick. 

Money for hospital care and 
improvements, he said, 
.should instead come out of 
general revenue. 

The NDP leader, however, 
declined comment on other 
budget measures until he had 
a chance to study the docu¬ 
ment. 

By far the major portion of 
hi.s biting, witty and sarcastic 
speech I-Yiday night was de¬ 


voted to federal issues. 

Special attention was meted 
out to what he termed the two 
main current issues in na¬ 
tional politics, the anti-infla¬ 
tion program and the '‘judges’ 
issue.” 

After telling the audience 
that the NDP alone of all par¬ 
ties was devoted to breaking 
down "illegitimate privilege.” 
Broadbent said that while 
workers’ wages had been held 
down by the Liberal inUation 
control program, there had 
been no control cmi the sa¬ 
laries of professionals such 
lawyers and chartered ac¬ 
countants. 

He further noted that the 65 
per cent of Canadian workers 
who were not organized into 
trade unions "are not even 
going to get the minimum 
that the program provides.” 

NDP calls for the Liberal 
government to raise the mini¬ 
mum wage to combat poverty 
had fallen on deaf ears. 

Broadbent said that far 
from being a price-and-wage 
control program, the Liberal 
package was only a “wage- 
and-wage control program.” 

During the five months of 
the program. Broadbent said. 
98 trade union contracts had 
been "rolled back” and a fur¬ 
ther 1.000 now under consider¬ 
ation would undoubtedly be in 
the same situation. 

However “not one price has 
been rolled back,'^ he told the 
Oak Bay audience and he

Despite ‘Liberal prrAesta- 
tions that the rich would also 
shoulder the anti-inflation 
burden, Broadbent stated that 
in 1976 a family of four earn¬ 
ing S35.000 would pay only 3b 
cents more in la.ves. 

Oaiming there were four or 


five million children in Cana¬ 
da Ih'ing in jioverty. Broad- 
bent said the Liberals’ remo¬ 
val of the automatic escalator 
clause in family allowances 
would mean a 554 loss in fam¬ 
ily income for those who 
needed every |>cnny.

Names are being collected 
in Victoria for a chain tele¬ 
gram to be sent to Prime 
Minister Trudeau protesting 
tile Ti-iderrt nuclear b a .s e 
being built at Bangor, Wash.. 
60 miles from Victoria. 

The Greater Victoria Sur¬ 
vival Committee is sponsoring 
the telegram, which will be 
sent to Ottawa on April 7.

The telegram reads: 

"We hold this earth in tiust 
for future generations. Our 
present actions will be judged 
by them. As concerned citi¬ 
zens. we vigorously oppose 
the construction of the Trident 
nuclear submarine and mis¬ 
sile system. Canada, as a 
member of NATO, must be 
aware that, because this is a 
first-strike weapon, W is an of¬ 


fensive, rather than defensive 
one. It not only poses a real 
environmental danger as re¬ 
gards nuclear destruction, but 
is one of the most provocative 
systems ever planned. There¬ 
fore. we ask you. as our rep¬ 
resentative. to make this c(mi- 
cern known to the United 
States government.” 

Gudrun Doherty, speaking 
lor the Greater Victoria Sur¬ 
vival Committee, said the 540- 
billion project 50 miles from 
the international boundaiy. 
makes residents of this area 
"captive participants.” 

She said the American gov¬ 
ernment did not ^^sult the 
Canadian govemrr^t on the 
project and that the federal 
government has not protested 
the establishment of the base. 

Mrs, Doherty said the com¬ 
mittee was hoping for "a few' 
thousand” signatures on the 
Jelegram.

Housing boost 
likely to flow 
out of budget

Saanich mayor Ed Lum 
reacted to Friday’s provincial 
budget in just the way local 
builders, and the provincial 
government, were hoping he 
would. 

"Quite a hit of land” Is like¬ 
ly to he opened in Saanich. 
Lum said, because of the in¬ 
crease in the Municipal Incoi- 
tive Grant Program, which 
gives municipalities $1,500 for 
every new housing unit to off¬ 
set the cost of servicing. 

Saanich has been negotiat¬ 
ing with the province’s Dun- 
hill Development Oorp. over 
Dunhill’s contributlcm to ser¬ 
vicing costs for a particular 
development. Lum said, and 
the boost to $1,500 a unit 
would put the project over 
that hurdle. 

Sewer, road, and drainage 
costs have long been a head¬ 
ache for Saanich council and 
a hindrance to development in 
the widesnread municipalitv. 
The increased grant would 
cetialnlv "have some hearln*: 
on council’s thinking.” and 
mieht sfieed projects now 
being planned with the prov¬ 
ince. Lum said. 

One major project Is Dun- 
hill’s Roy Road development, 
around wliich scnicing for 
some neighborhoods in west¬ 
ern Saanich is being planned. 

Builders win also receive 
incentives — a $600 grant and 
a further $1,200 interest-free 
loan per unit if they create 
rental accommodation under 
ffle assisted rental program. 

Local builders welcomed 
those incentives but those con¬ 
tacted tridav he-lieved the 
grants to municipalities would 
be more effective in ea.sing 
the housing crisis. 

Clarion Warren of the 
Apartment Owners Associa¬ 
tion said builders were readv 
to start project.*, if they could 
find serviced land to build on. 

The interest-free loan might 
help keep rents slightly losver 
when new units were built, he 
said, but ooening up land for 
new building would have a 
greater effect In the long run. 

Eric Cbaiman of the Vic¬ 
toria Real Estate Board 
warned that municipalities 
"may need changes In zoning 
habits” if they were going to 
encourage rental construction. 

Rental housing w’as compet¬ 
ing, in effect, with con- 
drMTilniums because zoning is 
the same for both types of 
development. 0>ndominiums 
were the more atti*active 
Investment, and so con¬ 
dominiums were being built, 
he explained. 

He suggested serwrafing 
rental housing and con¬ 
dominiums into different zon¬ 
ing categories to encourage 
rental development.

Home buyers 
get hit extra

Private developers will get 
a break and some home 
buyers will aso get a little 
extra under the iKovincial 
budget 

Finance minister Evan 
Wolfe told the B.C. Legisla- 
tui'e that B.C. has earmarked 
516 million to supplement tiie 
Home Acquisition Grant fund 
and will be integrating prov¬ 
incial programs with federal 
programs. 

A maximum of $750 in addi¬ 
tional assistance wilt be avail¬ 
able to home purriiasers. but 
the grant and second mort¬ 
gage programs will be in¬ 
tegrated. 

Grants will no Itmger be 
available' to purchasers of 
used homes under the new 
plan, but the amount avail¬ 
able for second mortgages 
has been doubled from $2,500 
to $5,000. 

The government has also 
decided to increase develoj)- 
ment grants to municipalities, 
with an additional $500 gram 
per unit under the municipal 
incentive grant program, 
making a total of $1,500 per 
unit available. 

Builders and a Central 
Mortgage and Housing Coni, 
ofticial agreed that the 5500 


home acquisition grant would 
not be missed. The grant and 
the 52,500 maximum loan 
were of little use to home- 
buyers. Eric Charman of the 
Victoria Roal Estate Board 
said. But the 53,000 second 
mortgage "is more realistic 
for today's market.” 

The provincial addition to 
the Assisted Homcownership 
Program should also be of 
special help to young people 
looking for their first homes. 
Charman said. 

The CMHC spokesman pre¬ 
dicted the provincial grant 
would make the corporation’.* 
prt^am available to a lower 
income level than It now a.s- 
sists. 

The increased second mort¬ 
gage would be of greater as¬ 
sistance to home buyers than 
the outright grant of $500. and 
w-ould have the added advan¬ 
tage of saving money for the 
province, he said. 

Charman added that the in¬ 
creased benefits may be par¬ 
ticularly effective because of 
inflation guidelines. In the 
past, benefits have tended to 
simply add to the end price of 
homos, he said, and he hoped 
these latest ones would not be 
absorbed by inflation.

women to pailicipate at the 
parish level. 

Three questions were drawn 
up as the basis for the study. 
The questions: What is avail¬ 
able to women in the church? 
What Is not available? How 
does being a Catholic affect 
your daily life? 

A fourth question, with 
three parts, was siibsequenlly 
submitted ty Victoria's Bish¬ 
op Kemi De Roo and It was 
used in his diocese only. 

That question: If you had a 
dream (rf the church of the fu¬ 
ture what would that dream 
be, what could you as an indi¬ 
vidual woman do to bring it 
about and what could women 
woriting together do to bring 
it about? 

Tlie oirdination of women 
was not a specific topic but 75 
per cent of the women reply¬ 
ing mentioned it. Of these, 
12.5 ^>er cent were in favor of 
it, the same number were 
against it and 30 per cent 
were nOT-commital, Mrs. 
Kahr reported in an interview 
this week. 

She said about 800 women 
out of an estimated i^opulation 
of 6,000 Catholic women in the 
diocese part in the study. 
Replies came from ages 14 to 
“61 plLis,” she said, with the

“It was a study of lay wo¬ 
men’s opinions done by lay 
women,” Mrs. Kahr added. 
“Every parish had a key 
woman who was appointed by 
her priest to work on it. They 
gathered their own commit¬ 
tees and did the work in their 
own parishes, usually at spe¬ 
cial workshc^.” 

T’or those who wej'e not 
fluent in English the questions 
were translated into many 
languages including Dutch, 
Yugoslav, Italian, French. 
Ukrainian and Polish. The 
women !*eplied' in their 
mother tongue and their an¬ 
swers wei'e translated into 
English. ^ 

Grouping together similar 
dreams of the future, Mrs. 
Kahr noted that 158 women 
envisaged one big family, 
wholly united, a universal 
church of all believers, 68 
said they would like to see 
more friendliness, love and 
warmth and 46 indicated they 
would like more participation 
of laymen and laywomen in it- 
tLirgy and parish affairs. 

Frequent comments were 
these: Woman's role in the 
church is only menial. Women 
can do anything that men can 
do. There is no mention of a 
delegation of women taking 
the findings of the Canadian 
survey to Rome. 

By the end of ne.\t month 
each parish should have a ta¬ 
bulated report and general 
assessment of the study. 

“Then, we are suggesting 
they form committees and de¬ 
cide on what their priorities 
are and what action they 
would like to take,” the coor¬ 
dinator said. 

Some other findings: 

• About half appeared to 


be satisfied with their tradi¬ 
tional roles and to be content 
for men to assume leadership 
positions and make the deci¬ 
sions. About half felt their 
traditional nries could be ex¬ 
panded to include a respcmsl- 
bde share in leadership and 
decisicn-making. 

• Almost all reiterated 
their faith in God and His 
i’hurch as a central faetdr in 
their lives.

• There was strong con¬ 
cern that women help wennen. 

• There was strong con¬ 
cern that women woA with 
men and that there be no divi¬ 
sion.

Sunday in St. Pa¬ 
trick’s school, 2368 Trent. 

He will also be a member of 
a panel at 7:30 p.m. April 5 In 
St. Philip’s Anglican Church, 
2928 Eastdowne. Other panel 
members will be Lome Si- 
vertson of the B.C. Institute 
for Economic Policy Analysis 
at the University of Victoria, 
Ms. Siu Ying Tan of Hong 
Kong, a student at Lester 
Pearson College and Oak Bay 
MLA Scott Wallace. Rev. Neil 
Roblnscxi of St. Philip’s will 
lie modm^tor- 

The two events have been 
arranged to increase public 
awareness of toe NIEO as set 
forth by the special sessiixi of 
the UN General Assembly and 
what it could mean to the 
Third World and to us. as 
members of the First World. 

The meetings are part of 
a nation-wide program spon¬ 
sored by the Inter-Church 
Committee for World Devel¬ 
opment Educati(xi, made up 
of representatives of Angli¬ 
can, Catholic, Lutheran Pres¬ 
byterian and United Churches 
of Canada. The pre^am’s 
goals are to increase under- 
standing among church 
members and Canadians gen¬ 
erally concerning world needs 
and world development and to 
encourage appropriate action 
in respaise. 

What is NIEO all about? It 
is about a set ot demands 
upon the nati<xi9 of the First 
World by the nations of the 
Third World for a fairer 
shake in the distribution of 
the world's material riches. 

The developing countries 
have 70 per cent of the 
world’s people but <Mily seven 
per cent of the world’s 
wealth. They want to raise 
this seven per cent to 25 per 


cent by toe end of the cen¬ 
tury. 

Here are a few of the de¬ 
mands : 

• A free choice (rf eco* 
nomic and social systems. 

• Full sovereignty by at- 
tions over their own natural 
resources and toeir total eco¬ 
nomic activities including the 
right to natlonalizati(xi of ex¬ 
patriate enterprises according 
to national law. 

• The right of countries 
which live in coloniai depen¬ 
dence or under foreign oc- 
cupaticxi to ejaim c<wnpensa- 
tiem for explcaation of their 
resources. 

• The Unking of the 
prices of developing coun¬ 
tries’ commodity exports to 
the prices they have to pay 
for essential imports from toe 
developed c(xintrie5 in order 
to maintain the purchasing 
power of their exports. This is 
called the indexation propos¬ 
al. (In 1960 a developing 
country was able to buy six 
tractors with the proceeds of 
the sale of 25 tons of rubber. 
In 1965 toe proceeds would 
buy (xily three and a half 
tractors and last year only 
two.) 

• Support of producer 
cartels among developing 
countries. 

• The oonti’ol of multina¬ 
tional corporatiixis. 

These are only a few of the 
more important demands. 

Harland Qeveland, director 
of the program for Interna¬ 
tional affairs of tlie Aspen‘In¬ 
stitute for humanistic studies 
in Aspan, Ool„ sums It up this 
way: “The growing Insistence 
on a new intemati<xiaJ eco¬ 
nomic order amounts to no 
less than a budding global 
fairness revolution.” 

Dr. Marion Gallis, a re¬ 
search officer for UNCTAD 
(United Nations Commission 
on Trade and Development) 
wtims that “if the new order 
is to have any meaning other 
than the symbolism of a Gen¬ 
eral Assembly resolution, it re¬ 
quires adjustments in both the 
rich and p<xjr countries of a 
historic maignitude. and un¬ 
dertaken with breathtaking 
speed. Above all, it requires 
the courage to run into the un¬ 
known.”

The small group of 
tian Armenians set up their 
JitUe church in California and, 
to this day, it is still a humble 
building with benches. 

Cut tilf from their original 
parent ciiurch, they did not 
affiliate with any other and 
they still run the church in¬ 
dependently. 

Shakarian grew up on hi.s 
father’s fairy farm, is still in 
the business, and considers 
himself a dairy farmer, al¬ 
though he is a wealthy man. 

"The cornfield was my ca¬ 
thedral." he said. 

"We have God in us," he 
said. "The woiid is dying for 
the love you can give." 

He was completely deaf at 
10 years of age. "I prayed for 
that love." he went an. 

He received Christ into his 
life when he was 12 and his 
hearing returned when he was 
baptized in the Holy Spirit. 

Shakarian organized the fel¬ 
lowship in lf&3 after he had a 
vision of men with heads 
bowed in despair. 

He told his wife Rose about 
it. She replied that "the very 
thing you now see before you 
will soon come to pass." 

Immediately he saw the 
same m«i with arms and 
hands lifted In praise. "It was 
an outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit." he said. 

Now his message reached 
people in tlie billions thooubh 
radio and TV, he said.

disregarded. 

If this is n«>t a return to 
the Dark Ages, what wxiuld 
be? It has also been pointed 
out in this column that Russia 
had achieved an astonishing 
progress in industrialization 
at the end of the century and 
the eai'ly part of the twen¬ 
tieth. 

The production of pig-iron 
rose from 1,500,000 tons in 
1900 to over 3,500,000 tons in 
1914. Coal mining boomed 
from n.000.000 tons in tlie 
Donets basin to 25,000.000 tons 
in 1913. The Russian railway 
system was second only to 
that of the U.S. The Russian 
cotton industry prior to 1914 
stood fourth in world produc¬ 
tion.

Day work was limited to im 
hours and night wxirk to 10 
hours. Labor unions were le¬ 
galized in 1906. Workers’ ac¬ 
cident compensation came in 
1903, health insurance In 1912 
and the development of the 
Zemstovs brought an as¬ 
tonishing growth in education 
and public health. 

As George Vernadsky says. 
If the budgets <rf Peter I were 
military budgets, the budgets 
under Witte were industrial 
budgets, government expend!- 
t u r e 8 in 1900 being 
1.889,000,000 roubles and in 
1913, 3.382.000.000 roubles, 

one-third of which went to in¬ 
dustry. The ownership (rf land 
passed into the hamls of the 
prasants. Land under cultiva¬ 
tion increased enormously 
with a corresponding produc¬ 
tion of grain. 

A group known as The 
Mighty Band included 
Rimsky-Korsokov, Borodin, 
Mussorgsky, and Balakirev, 
organized in St. Petersburg in 
the early si.xties. Tchaikovsky 
did his mighty work from 1840 
to 1893. Rac^aninov, Scria¬ 
bin, and Stravinsky achieved 
great fame. The Chamber 
Theatre was organized in 19H 
and the great names of Rus¬ 
sian theatre were bom in the 
1890s. 

Russian science at the end 
of the last century gained in¬ 
ternational reputation. Rus¬ 
sian art, sculpture, and paint¬ 
ing had an amazing develop¬ 
ment. Her writers were the 
world’s greatest — Tolstoy, 
Dostoievsky, Turgenev, and 
Gorky. In every single field of 
the adventures of tlie mind 
Communism was repi*es.sivc ■ 
and inhuman. 

Lenin established the first 
slave labor camps in the Arc¬ 
tic in 1922. These slaves would 
build railroads, dig canals, 
t ut down forests, and die by 
the hundreds of thousands. 
Stalin estimated to Winston 
Churchill that collectivization 
of the peasants cost 10 million 
lives. 

As Robert Payne says in hi.s 
life of Stalin, that emee he 
acquired power in the winter 
of 1928 he set about massacr¬ 
ing the Russian people with a 
cold-blooded ruthlessness 
which had no equal in history 
up to this time. The yearq of 
1^7-38 when Yezhov ruled liie 
secret police were, howev'er. 
the most ghastly in Russian 
history. Stalin was able to 
boast tiiat the opposition had 
be«i completely liquidated. 
His murders, he could have 
added, included almost every 
creative mind in Russia. 

Ary Westemer who believes 
that detente is any more than 
a transitory phase is being 
stupidly naive. World domina¬ 
tion has been the goal of Rus¬ 
sian policy for centuries, most 
clearly since Peter the Great 
andiCatherine the Great. Rus¬ 


sia always, and not only 
undbr Oommurusm, has plot¬ 
ted control of the East into 
the Indian Ocean. 

But the Communist plan¬ 
ners have made her more ma¬ 
levolent and dangerous. 
Communism has increased 
tl% Intensity of Russia's mes¬ 
sianic drive of global imperi¬ 
alism. giving it an ideological 
content which it hitherto 
lactod. 

One finds this messianic 
drive to world rule even in 
such a splendid man as Dos¬ 
toievsky. 

In this country the way of 


life is increasingly dominated 
by Communist thought. 

It is a tragedy that Russia 
has long-range goals towards 
w4uch she moves with transi¬ 
tory tactics, tactics which 
ever change to serve the mo¬ 
ment. but keeping alw'ays in 
view the strategy leading to 
her ultimate victory. The 
West has no long-range goals, 
no ideology to which it is de¬ 
voted, no faith and no domi¬ 
nant purpose except the mak¬ 
ing of “the quick buck." "We 
will bury you," said Khrush¬ 
chev, then added reflectively, 
"No, you will bury your¬ 
selves."

WINNIPEG (CP) — Pre¬ 
mier Ed Schreyer said Friday 
a unilateral decUkm by the 
federal government to change 
the way it calculates compen¬ 
sation payments under the in¬ 
come tax revenue guarantee 
formula will deprive provin¬ 
cial governments of nearly 
$3nn million this year. 

Schreyer said in a news re¬ 
lease that Ottawa's plan to 
change the formula had come 
as a major surprise and also 
raised serious questions about 
other long-term federal finan¬ 
cial commitments to the prov¬ 
inces. 

First hint.s of the change 
came at a meeting of deputy 


finance ministers In Ottawa 
last week, and official confir- 
matiem was received here 
Wednesday from Finance 
Minister Donald Macd(mald. 

Schi*eyer said Macdonald 
had rejected a request from 
the premier to defer a final 
decision on the change until 
after the federal-provincial 
tonference of finance min* 
isters in Ottawa April 1 - 2. 

The complex guarantee for¬ 
mula, developed a.s a com- 
panics to 1972 tax reform 
measures, was designed so 
that provinces would not suf- 
tetr revenue losses as a result 
«>f the new tax system. 

Schreyer said the compen¬ 


sation formula was imposed 
' by the federal government on 
the gtxxsids that it waa the 
best method of making realis- 
lie estimates of provinoiaJ 
revenue losses. 

"Now, when the ‘best’ 
method of calculating com¬ 
pensation produces results 
which Ottawa apparently re¬ 
gards as unfavorable, it has 
decided to reverse its position 
and make a fundamental 
change — in effect, denying 
the arguments it made only a 
few years earlier.” 

The income tax revenue 
guarantee was in apply lor 
five years through the end of 
the 1976 tax year.

Miss Hansen's report on 988 
complaints to her in the year 
ended May 31, 1975, suggests 
that prisons haven't changed 
all that much in recent years. 

Prisoners are no longer 
hanged by the state but a 
number hang themselves. 
Others are slain by fellow 
prisoners. Corporal punish¬ 
ment officially ceased to exist 
in 1969 but. tear gas and base¬ 
ball bats have replaced it. 

Here are some Incidents 
fi-om the Hansen report: 

Officially piisoners are al¬ 
lowed to file grievances.How¬ 
ever 21 complained that they 
couldn’t get forms. 'I'he prob¬ 
lem usually is red tape. 

"Paiier and time cost very 
little in comparison to other 
means of e.xpressing dissatis¬ 
faction,” Miss Hansen oh- 
.■serves, still trying to get 
forms to the prisoners. 

A prisoner released from 
hospital after a back opera¬ 
tion was trundled back to 
prison in a van with ateel 
seals. At another pris<m. 
guards were preparing to 
6h«»t a prisoner who Ignored 
their sh^ts as he neared a 
fence. Luckily, someone knew 
he was a deaf-mute.

Garden notes 



When writing about some 
foolproof type oi^flower or 
shrub, 1 have often used the 
expressicm — “as easy to 
grow as a radish." 

Over the past few months, 
several readers have taken 
me to task over this, claiming 
radishes aren't all that easy 
to grow. 

1 guess what I really meant 
was easy germinati^; you 
pop a radish ^ed in the 
ground, and it comes up, sure 
as death and taxes. 

But while radish seeds 
never fail to germinate and 
grow, there are still a few 
tricks of the trade to be 
learned if you are to have 
mild and crisp radishes 
rather than peppery hot ones, 
hard woody ones, hollow 
spongy ones or the wormy 
specimens so common in 
many backyard vegetable 
plots. 

★ ★ ★ 

While ndish seeds are not 
In the least fussy as to their 
soil, they TX) have a mild 
preference for ground which 
is reasonably fertile, loam 
which is just a bit on the 


sandy side, well drained and 
neither alkaline nor very acid. 

■ For the technically minded, 
A pH range of 6.2 to 6.7 suits 
the radish to perfection. Actu¬ 
ally, though, the texture of 
the soil is far more important 
than its fertility or its acid- 
alkaline reaction. 

For this reason, I always 
make It a practice to mix a 
generous quantity of peat 
moss into the top two in^s 
of soil, in a strip si.x inches 
wide, to keep the soil loose 
and friable and more reten¬ 
tive of moisture. 

To guard against wormy ra¬ 
dishes, the peat moss is 
soaked first in a solution of 
diazinon in water, two table¬ 
spoonfuls per gallon. 

★ ★ ★ 

Tlie favorite radish in our 
family is Champion, a variety 
which originated in Holland 
some 15 years ago and one 
which is stocked nowadays by 
seedsmen everywhere. 

Champion it a beautiful 
radish, a little larger than 
most kinds and a.s attractive 
to the eye as to the palate, 


round and smooth and red all 
over, with no white tip. 

We grow a few pure vriiile 
radishes too — one called 
White Globe or Burpee White 
— not wily for its fresh, crisp 
flavor, but because we found 
out, quite by chance, that its 
leaves are tender and tasty, 
either raw in a mixed salad or 
cooked as you would spinach. 

TTie most important thing to 
remember in the growing of 
tasty radishes is this: You 
cannot leave them in the 
ground indefinitely until you 
are ready to pull and eat 
them. 

This "Food bank" tech¬ 
nique works fine with slow 
growers like carrots and pars¬ 
nips. but radishes are at their 
peak of goodness for only a 
few days after reaching matu¬ 
rity. 

If you dmi't start using 
them immediately, they go 
downhill in quality quite rap¬ 
idly. 

This is undoubtedly the rea¬ 
son why so many readers 
complain of hollow, spongy, 
wormy, woody nr peppery ra¬ 


dishes they leave them too 
long in the ground. 

★ ★ ★ 

For this reason, I think it Is 
foolish to sow many radish 
seeds at any one time. I have 
known novices to sow a whole 
packet of seeds in one go, and 
of course, they all matur^ at 
the same time, creating a 
glut. 

Little and often is4he gold¬ 
en rule for sowing radish 
seeds, and in our family we 
put down <Hily three or four 
dozen seeds every weekend 
throu£^ the spring and sum¬ 
mer months, spacing the 
seeds 1% inches apart in the 
row. 

In this way, we have a 
small new batch reaching 
their peak of crunchy 
goodness every week through 
the growing season'. 

★ ★ ★ 

This year we will be trS'ing 
a variety new to me, one 
called Scarlet Knight. This 
one. according to reports, re¬ 
mains in good condition in the 
soil longer than any other 
kind, and T will he reporting 
on thi.s in due course. 


Education at a discount

Why go to college? The 
question, skeptical if not bel¬ 
ligerent in tone, reverberates 
far beyond the ivy walls Gtese 
days. 

Network documentaries like 
.60 Minute.s have recognized 
the issue as hot — that is to 
say, nearly as controversial 
as abortion and nuclear power 
plants - and they \iavc treat¬ 
ed it accordingly. 

All sorts <rf alternatives are 
being aired by experts and 
non-experts: two-year col¬ 

leges: white-collar as well as 
blue-collar trade schools: cor¬ 
respondence courses on a 
scale not yet imagined. 

★ ★ ★ 

Some people are ready to 
certify almost anything as a 
learning e3q)erience from a 
foreign film on Saturday night 
— no subtitles allowed — to a 
thoughtfid bicycle ride in the 
country. Others believe the 
four-year ccdlege should be 
left to a small core of stu¬ 
dents whe have the talents 
and the zest for la vie intellec- 
tuelle. 

Why go to college? Until, 
say, 10 years ago the question 
simply made no tense. Every¬ 
body would go to college, if 
everybody could. 

As the democratic panacea, 
higher education ppmiaed in 
make our children upwardly 
.mobile In lerma of money, 


class, and personal self¬ 
development. Could anything 
be more practical? Couldiany- 
thing be more idealistic? 

* ★ ★ 

Since the ’60s, disillusion¬ 
ment has been not-so-slouly 
.seeping in. By today's judg¬ 
ment the so-called liberal arts 
education doesn’t seem to pre¬ 
pare — key word! — the stu¬ 
dents for anything but teach¬ 
ing more liberal arts. 

To put it mildly, we no 
longer live in a world where 
gentlemen are validated by 
dropping into conversation a 
I.,atin tag or a line or t^^•o 
from Pope. The traditional 
^)lind reverence for learning 
has gone, along with most 
other forms of revertfice. 

What i.s left, alctfig with a 
smattering of .snobbery, i^ a 
lot of realism that goes some¬ 
thing like this: One attends 
college to get one's white- 
collar union card. 

But the cost has gone up — 
an Ivy league education now 
is priced around 528.000 — 
and the payoff has gone 
down: too many union cards 
in the marketplace. 

Since (the argument runs! 
it doesn’t take a knowledge of 


cla.ssical Greek, advanced 
calculus, and 16th-century Eu¬ 
ropean history to perform 
most of the world’s work, why 
demand that young people be¬ 
came overqualified, and bored 
stiff in the process? 

* ★ ★ 

A rebel against the system 
has popped up rather spectac¬ 
ularly in the news. Using the 
name of Jason Scott Cord, 
borrowed from Harold Rob¬ 
bins’ The Carpetbagger, our 
academic antiherp was admit¬ 
ted into Harvard Law School 
with the help of an absolutely 
first-rale but imaginary tran¬ 
script of records. 

Since college credentials 
are a kind of fantasy, why not 
go all the way? A glamorous 
figure in beard and tinted 
glasses, driving a silver-blue 
Mercedes. “Jason" spoke ca¬ 
sually of being a paratrooper, 
a dA agent, All-American 
football player. Rhodes schol¬ 
ar — just in case being a Har- 

What innocence! What cyni- 
vardman wa-s not enough, 
^ism! Jason is a modern-day 
vei*sjon of Julien .Sorel in The 
Red and the Black who decid¬ 
ed that success is the ultimate 
impersonation. 


Ha.s this Jason — now under 
a grand jury indictment for 
his golden fleecing — given 
the whole show away? 

Maybe they wouldn’t agree 
with his method, but do a lot 
of college students (along 
with theie parents) agree \rith 
his premise that all the 
world's a Grade B movie 
stage and the only point is to 
get the part of the duke 
rather than the scullery boy? 

★ ★ ★ 

If being educated - - the 
thirst to learn, the pa.ssion to 
\inderstanri — finally means 
no more than acquiring nego¬ 
tiable currency to cash in, 
then making the certificate.s 
cheaper or less time-caisum- 
ing to acquire won't really 
make much difference. We 
will still be treating life like a 
game of Monc^Iy. 

"If I had only been le.ss 
taken in by appearance," 
cried Sorel at the end. And 
something like this is the 
pix)blem-behind-the-problem. 

Picking up their ccdlege de¬ 
gree in one hand and their 
Mercedes keys in the other, 
all the Jasons cry, "Make me 
admired” instead of "Teach 
me what is admirable," which 
ought to he the final purpose 
of education. 

But the point Is. It takes 
an education to learn that.

A reader suggests that, 
while the women's liberation 
movement is a legitimate and 
overdue protest for female 
equality, some of its more 
shrill and absurd excesses 
spring from a deficiency in 
the English language. 

I quite agree. As he points 
out, most European languages 
have two wor^ for “man." 
One means mankind or hu¬ 
manity generically, with no 
regard to sex: while the other 
specifically means the male 
of the species. 

★ ★ ★ 

In English, we have only 
the «ie word "man" to cover 
both cases: when we speak of 
"the brotherhood of man." we 
Itrqily also the sistertiood of 
woman and the siblinghood of 
humans under the parenthood 
of God. 

But. just as English lac-ks a 
convenient pronoun signify¬ 


ing "his or hers," so our lan¬ 
guage is also deficient in 
specifying "man" as an ab¬ 
straction or as a gender. 

The word "chairman." for 
instance, really means 
"chairperson:’’ hut only if we 
understand the "man” part in 
the generic sense. 

★ ★ * 

I fear the movement can 
make itself ridiculous by 
going to linguistic extremes to 
get rid of the suffLx "man" 
everywhere it can be found. 

Some usages are indeed 
symbolically important, and 
others merely trivial. (For in¬ 
stance, I happen to think it 
important that children learn 
the Lord’s Prayer a.s "our 
partunt who art in heaven" - 
for any kind of deity is oh- 
vously beyond sex.) 

★ ♦ ★ 

What complicates the theo¬ 
logical picture in Christianity 


is that the messiah of this 
religion presented himself as 
a man, not as a woman or a 
neuter. 

So Jesu.s is referred to as 
"our Lord," not as "our 
Lady," even though theologi¬ 
cally the divine essence of 
him was beyond sex, race, na¬ 
tionality or any earthly dis¬ 
tinctions. 

(This is precisely why the 
ancient Hebrews forbade any 
image or depiction of Jehovah 
to be made, on pain of the 
gravest penalties. 

It was to stress the fun¬ 
damental aspect of their mon¬ 
otheistic God: that, although 
referred to as. "He" for lin¬ 
guistic. convenience, God was 
above and beyond every 
human conception that might 
he visually illustrated.) 

* ♦ * 

a year ago- I happen¬ 


ed to attend a small fund¬ 
raising party for ERA. at 
which Gloria Steinem was the 
guest of honor. 

I was sitting on a chair, 
resting my feet on an ot¬ 
toman, when she came over

Pension funds 


OTTAVs^A (CP) — The 
freeze on corporate dividends 
under the federal anti-infla¬ 
tion program is limiting the 
pension Income of thousands 
of Canadians. Progressive 
Conservative Bill Clarke 
(Vancouver-Quadra) said Fri¬ 
day. 

The government has over¬ 
looked the plight of pension 
funds, mutual binds and in¬ 
surance companies, which 
invest the money of low-and 
middle-income people in divi¬ 
dend-bearing securities, he 
told the Commons. 

Pension funds have record¬ 


ed subslBiTtial capdtal losses 
in the last 10 years and have 
suffered from a lagging in¬ 
crease in corporate dividends, 
Clarke said. The current 
freeze merely aggravates the 
situation. 

“Many pension funds are 
Iwving great difficulty re¬ 
maining actuarily sound as a 
result ci all thc.se forces. I 
suspect that more seriou.s 
trouble will lie ahead."

Double-barrelled attack 
helpful in lung cancer 


ST. PETERSBURG 
BEACH. Ha. (UPI) — An in¬ 
tense double-barrelled on¬ 
slaught of drugs and radiation 
has produced dramatic early 
results in prolonging the sur¬ 
vival of people with the dead¬ 
liest kind of lung cancer, it 
was reiwrted Friday. 

Dr. Ralph E. Johnson, chief 
of radiation ecology at the 
National Clancer Institute, 
said the new technique has 
more than tripled the typical 
remission rate of a p^icu- 
larly virulent form of lung 
tumor known as undifferen¬ 
tiated small cell or oat cell 
cancer. 

Of 27 men and women given 


this previously untried thera¬ 
py, John$<m told an American 
Clancer Society seminar that 
21 are free ai all signs of 
cancer for ig) to 14 months. 
The average survival rate for 
this kind of cancer has been 
only three to six months. 

"We can say without any 
equivocation whatsoever that 
survival Is proUmged and the 
quality of life has improved." 
he said. "What we have to do 
now is to see how long these 
patients will go without evi¬ 
dence of(cancer) recurrence. 

Because this form of cancer 
grows so rapidly, Johnson 
said enough should be known 
in one more year to see how 


well the results from this 
treatment technique will be 
and whetiier a long term 
"cure" can be achieved. 

Small cell cancer of the 
lung accounts (or aixnit one 
.sixth of all lung cancers in the 
United States and annually 
kills 15,000 men and women. 
Fewer than one of every 20 
victims of this form of cancer 
lives several years. 

Since this type of cancer 
almost always has spread by 
tlve time it is detected, sur¬ 
gery is impossible. Jc^mson 
said most ckK'tors treat it with 
either radiation or drugs as 
symptoms develop just to 
prolong life a few months.

Defence Min¬ 
ister James Rkhardson said 
Friday. 

C^anada might have to pay 
some or all these costs if it 
were decided not to purchase 
the 18 aircraft that were origi¬ 
nally planned at a cost of 
more than $950 million. 

Richardson was speaking to 
reporters after he told the 
Comm<ms that he was still 
trying to complete a contract 
with Lockheed and waa not 
considering the consequences 
of failure to reach agreement 
with the company. 

Negotiations have bogged 
down over the method of fi¬ 
nancing the purchase of the 
aircraft. Lockheed had initial¬ 
ly indicated it could provide 
the necessary funding but the 
financially-plagued company 
has since said it cannot. 

Richardson said the govMU- 
ment was seeking financing 
from Canadian banks but said 
this was only one of “four or 
five oi)tion8." 

He declined to say what the 
other options were but said he 
c.xpect^ that a decision on 
the contract would be reached 
by next week.

of 5 per cent for the girls 
since 1989 and a drop of 1 per 
cent for the boys. 

Four out of 10 of the girls 
and three out 10 of the boys 
now smoke a pack a day or 
more. 

The surveys, conducted by 
Yankelovich, S k e 11 y and 
White, Inc., were based on in¬ 
terviews of 250 boys and 250 
girls. 

The studies found that teen¬ 
age girl imokera are socially 
more at ease and more “so- 
l>hitticated“ than their male 
counterparts. ' 

“The rebelliousness — once 
far. more the province of 
the boys is now very much 
a part ot the girls' environ¬ 
ment as well," the study said.

Tlie provincial government’s view of British 
Columbia’s financial position was projected Friday 
when Finance Minister Evan Wolfe brought down his 
!53.G billion 1976-77 budget. 

Last year’s budget tot'alled .$3.2 billion. 

Regarded by many as the toughest budget in 
years, it raises corporation taxes, income taxes, the 
sales lax and cigarette and tobacco taxes. 

And it boosts day rates for hospital care from $1 
a day to $4 for acute, carr patients and from $1 a day 
to S7 for oNtcniied care patients. In addition the bud¬ 
get hits all participants in the B.C. Medical Services 
plan with increases in monthly premiums. 

Corporation income tax jumps two percentage 
points from 1.3 to 1.3 per cent except for small bus¬ 
inesses which will lx- ta.xcd at 12 per cent. ITie 
, increa.ses arc retroactive to Jan. 1.

Tinitad hrtu Intamational 

Tornadoes ripped through 
Oklahoma. Missouri and por¬ 
tions of the midwest Friday 
night, leaving a path of death 
and rieslruclion. Heavy rain 
and strong winds swept the 
south. 

At least four persons were 
killed aiul several others in¬ 
jured by Ihe twisters. 

A lomado swept through a 
residential section of the Ar¬ 
kansas border town of Spiro. 
Okla.. leveling buildings and 
crumpling mobile homes. 

At least three persons were 
killed and more than three 
dozen others injured. 

.\ National Guard command 
post ro|K>rled iTsciie workers 
still were searching through 
the rubble for missing per¬ 
sons. 

"The damage is far worse 
than cither Ihe Tulsa or Still¬ 
water tornadooh. there is no

"It's a budget of political 
revenge," said the NDP's 
David Stupich. 

“It's a political tirade,” 
said Progressive Conservative 
Scott WaliaiiFt. 

"It’s a very partisan docu¬ 
ment." said Liberal Gordon 
Gibson. 

That’s the way the three op¬ 
position parties summed up 
their shocked disbelief after 
Evan Wolfe’s budget speech. 

The budget had berated the 
former NDP government and 
premier throughout, and 
wound up with some round¬ 
house blw'S at socialist and 
labor party governments of 
other countries. 

"It’s unusual to have a bud¬ 
get speech couched in such 
terms." Stupich said. 

"He’s using this medium to 
attack other social democrat¬ 
ic governments in the world 
that we have to do business 
with.” 

Stupich said the document 
was one of political revenge 
rather than one of recovery- 
He said he was disturb^ at 
the prospect of such a docu¬ 
ment receiving world-wide 
distribution. 

"They are sflH attempting 
to carry on the last election 
canipalgn,’* he said. "I can’t 
understand why they can’t get 
It out of their systems and get 
on w'lth the budget. 

"It is extremely disapixiint- 
Ing that they would use 
this occasion for that kind of 
attack on previous adminis¬ 
trations in B.C. and other 
countries. It Is bound to harm 
rather than help us." Stupich 
said. 

He said he felt the sales tax 
increases were retrogressive. 

If there had to he increases 
they should have been limited 
to specified luxury Hems, not 
instituted across the board. 

Stupich was not opposed to 
income tax increases if neces¬ 
sary. but would have liked to 
have seen them instituted as 
Saskatchewan had done, so 
that only middle and high in¬ 
come people paid the in- 
ci*easca. 

Wallace said the high politi¬ 
cal intensity of the speech 
was something he had never 
before heac^ in his seven 
years in Ihe 

"For all the ponflB^fenor 
of W. A. C. Bennett he'nev.er 
delivered a speech of such 
fervor. The last page of this 
si»cech could .have been left 
out." 

Apart from that criticism. 
Wallace was generally in 
favor of the budget. 

He said the new govern¬ 
ment had tried to solve prob¬ 
lems although it did involve 
unnecessarily high increases 
in taxation. 

He would have preferred to 
see lower increases, combined 
with a moderate deficit, 
aimed at a balanced budgel 
next year.

Herring fishery exonerated

NANAIMO — It appears un¬ 
likely that IHp herring fishery 
in Georgia Strait will have 
any ill effects on the stocks of 
Pacific salmon. If the fishing 
of herring is properly man¬ 
aged.

reached by Dr. Mike Healey 
of the Pacific Biological Sta¬ 
tion here following a program 
of research into the rela¬ 
tionship between herring 
availability and salmon popu¬ 
lation. 

During his study. Healey 
detennined that saJmem, and 
in particular coho and Chin¬ 
ook, are not as heavily depen¬ 


dent on herring for food as 
originally thought. 

“It has long been known,” 
Healey said, “that Pacific 
salmon feed on herring. Im¬ 
portant questions for manage¬ 
ment biologists however, have 
been: To what extent do these 
fish rely on herring for their 
diet, and what is the likely 
effect of the herring fishewy

west coa.st 4»f Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

The convention was also 
told that the Gold River 
chamber believes tlie wliole of 
the West Coa.st has been over¬ 
fished commercially, causing 
depletion of the salmon runs. 

Delegates also rc-aifirmed 
a resolutiOT, adopted last year 
and calling for establishment 
of a hatchery in Cowichan 
Bay. which at one time was 
world-famous for its sports 
coho fishery but has come ot 
lean’times in recent years. 


Courtenay RCMP of pedestri¬ 
an traffic showed little use 
was being made of the cross¬ 
ing. 

Mayor Richard Merrick pul 
forward a strong argument 
for keeping the crosswalk 
agreeing, however, that the 
area should be better tllumi- 
nated.

Building code uproar on Quadra 

Residents want director’s

QUADRA ISLAND - Re.si- 
dents of this island a 15- 
minute ferry ride from Camp¬ 
bell River have demanded tlie 
resignation of their regional 
board director Samuel Hoo- 
ley. for what they term a 
"flagrant disregard’’ of the 
wishes of the community he 
represents. 

Hooley said Friday: "I've 
not lost the fight yet.” 

The irate citizens, members 
of the Quadra Island Rate- 
payers Association, are 
strongly opposed to the adop¬ 
tion of a building code for the 


island while HooleJ^. a build- 
-ing contractor, favors such a 
code. 

The tremendous undercur¬ 
rent of public opinion which 
has been building up over the 
past few days erupted Thurs¬ 
day when the ratepayer group 
unanimously rejected the con¬ 
troversial building code that 
is hanging over the island, 
and demanded Hooley's resig¬ 
nation. 

Hooley had earlier said he 
would resign if a public meet¬ 
ing in Quadra rejected the 
c*ode. which he wants to bring 
to the island. 

Asked al)oul his promise to 


resign, Hixiley said Thurs¬ 
day's meeting w'as not a pub¬ 
lic meeting. "That was a rate¬ 
payers' meeting — you have 
to pay $1 to have a vote.” 

Annual membership in the 
non-partisan residents' oi’ga- 
nizalion is $1, and any resi¬ 
dent can attend ratepayer 
meetings, but only paid-up 
members are eligible to vole. 

Hooley said he intended to 
continue pressing at the next 
Comox Strathcona Region 
Board meeting and it is un- 
dei'stood a delegation repre- 
•senling the ratepayers will be 
attending that meeting. 

The (iirector said he will 
incseni a petition to the board 


containing signatures of resi¬ 
dents who want "some form 
of building code" for Quadra 
Island. 

Hooley recalled that he was 
not anxious to run last Oc¬ 
tober. but "no one wanted the 
job. Now that there's a con¬ 
troversy raging everybody is 
interested." 

He said he wanted to see 
the code on Quadra because 
"there are too many shacks 
and firetraps on the Island.” 

Advisoi*y planning commis¬ 
sion chairman (Turley East- 
land told TTiursday night’s 
meeting that he had done a 
survey of 75 homes in the 
Quathiaski Cove area and 60 


on the livelihood of tlie two 
salmon varieties, and are her¬ 
ring fishermen, in effect, 
stkialing the herring out of 
the mouth of salmon?” 

(Toncem about these ques¬ 
tions brought about a curtail¬ 
ment of the herring fishery in 
Georgia Strait for several 
years. 

But Healey’s studies show 
that the worry was apparently 
neetlless. He show^ in his re¬ 
port on the project that in the 
1960s. the number of herring 
in Georgia Strait declined 
dramaticaUy. but now they 
appear as abundant as they 
were prior to 1960. 

Chinook and coho did not 
show a related cycle in abun¬ 
dance and this suggests, Hea¬ 
ley says, that they are not 
wholly dependent on herring 
for food. 

If coho and chinook salmon 
were abundant and well fed 
during the periods of good 
herring runs prior to the mid- 
1960s. and again after 1973, 
but were scarce and perhaps 
poorly fed in the intervening 
years of very poor herring 
runs, then "we might guess 
that these two species are 
heavily dependent upon her¬ 
ring for food,” Healey said. 

“Although chinook and coho 
do feed heavily on herring, 
they also feed on many other 


types cf fish and, occasional¬ 
ly. on small shrimp. 

“No more than 50 per cent 
of the diet of chinook and 
coho is herring and. for other 
species of salmon, the propor- 
tiOT is much less — no more 
than 10 per cent. During 
periods, of herring scarcity, 
tltei salmon probably fe^ 
more heavily on many other 
types of prey species avail¬ 
able to them.” 

Healey, who is program 
head for Georgia Strait at the 
biologica! ' station, says his 
studies have shown that the 
present salmon population in 
the strait requires between 12 
end 15 thousand tons of her¬ 
ring each year for food. Most 
of the herring on which the 
salmon feed are smaller than 
commercial size. There are 
estimated to be between 
200,()00 and 300.000 tons of her¬ 
ring in the strait at the 
present time. 

"The salmon, therefore, 
take only a small fraction of 
the total stock of herring and 
they take their share l^fore 
the commercial fishermen 
begin. 

“It seems unlikely, there¬ 
fore. that the herring fishery, 
provided it is properly man¬ 
aged. will have any effects on 
the Pacific salmon slock.s in 
Georgia Strait,” Healey con¬ 
cludes.

Lantzville bylaw scuttled after close vote 



A controversial zoning 
bylaw for the Lantzville area 
on the northern boundary of 
Nanaimo has been narrowly 
defeated by the Nanaimo Re¬ 
gion Board. 

Jlie bylaw, which had been 
in preparation since last fall 
when the community plan for 
the area was apiiroved, had 
been the subject of scvtHPal 
public meetings In the area. It 
was not until the public hear¬ 
ing on the bylaw on March 18. 
that strong public opposition 
surfaced. 


One of the most controver¬ 
sial sections of the bylaw was 
a rural zone with a SO-acre. 
minimum parcel size. 

Ojiponents of the bylaw 
charged that this would 
present a hard.ship to older 
residents of the area who Iwld 
large acreages and were plan¬ 
ning to sell the land in the fu¬ 
ture to provide a retirement 
Income. 

They also questioned the 
utility of a 30-acre parcel 
which, they said, was too 
small to be an economically 


viable farm, and too large for 
anyone to afford just to put 
their home on. 

In view of the protest over 
the bylaw, much of which ap- 
{jeared to be coming from 
real estate interests. Director 
Gertrude Mall moved to table 
the third reading of the bylaw 
for a month, but when direc¬ 
tors were informed iliat since 
the public hearing hart been 
held further public submis¬ 
sions on the bylaw would be 
illegal, the motion was defeat¬ 
ed. 


In a lengthy defence (rf the 
bylaw, Lantzville director 
Peter Ramsay said directors 
had voted in principle for the 
bill when tliey unanimously 
approved the community plan 
for Lantzville last lull. 

Every eftort had been made 
t4i accommodate individuals 
wiio had requested changes in 
the zoning, said Ramsay, and 
his motion to amend the 
bylaw to reflect these changes 
carried. 

Une of the most outsperfien 


directors against the bylaw 
was Nanaimo Aid. Ted Kelly, 
who said the 30*acre lots size 
would seriously affect any fu¬ 
ture growth in the area, and 
would make provision of 
water and sewer services 
there expensive because of 
tlie small tax base. 

He also questioned mini¬ 
mum lot sizes in commercial 
zones which would force a 
small shopkeeper to hold on 
to a larger parcel of land than 
he actually needed for his 
own use. 


In the final voting. Kelly was 
joined Iv two other Nanaimo 
representatives and one rural 
director in opposing the 
bylaw. Together they came up 
with 15 votes, matching the 
total for tlie bill, and thus 
defeating it. 

A disappointed Ramsay 
said after the meeting that he 
would have to check further 
before taking any further ac¬ 
tion on a new bylaw for the 
area. “1 just don’t know what 
we’ll do right now,” he said.

Garden notes 


When writing about some 
foolproof type of flower or 
shrub, 1 have often used the 
expression — "as easy to 
grow as a radish." 

Over the past few months, 
several readers have taken 
me to task over this, claiming 
radishes aren’t all that easy 
to grow. 

I guess what I reajiy meant 
was easy germination; you 
pop a radish seed ■ in the 
ground, and it comes up, sure 
as death and taxes. 

But while radish seeds 
never fail to germinate and 
grow, there are still a few 
tricks of the trade to be' 
learned if you are to have 
mild and crisp radishes 
rather than peppery hot ones, 
hard woody ones, hollow 
spongy ones or the wormy 
specimens so common In 
many backyard vegetable 
plots. 

★ ★ ★ 

While radish seeds are not 
in the least fussy* as lo^thelr 
soil, they DO have a "mild 
preference for ground which 
is reasonably fertile, loam 
which is just a bit on the 


sandy side, well drained and 
neither alkaline nor very acid. 

For the technically minded, 
a pH range of 6.2 to 6.7 suits 
the radish to perfection. Actu¬ 
ally, though, the texture of 
the soil la far more important 
than its fertility or its acjd- 
alkaline reaction. 

For this reason, I always 
make it a practice to mix a 
generous quantity of peat 
moss into the top two inches 
of soil, in a strip six inches 
wide, to keep the soil loose 
and friable and more reten¬ 
tive of moisture. 

To guard against wormy ra¬ 
dishes. the peat moss is 
soaked first in a soluticm of 
diazinon in water, two table¬ 
spoonfuls per gallon. 

* * ★ 

The favorite radish in our 
family is Champion, a variety 
which originated in Holland 
some 15 years ago and one 
which Is stocked nowadays by 
seedsmen everywhere. 

Champion is a beautiful 
radish, a little larger than 
most kinds and hn attractive 
to the eye as to the palate. 


round and smooth and red all 
over, with no white tip. 

We grow a few pure white 
radishes too — one called 
White Globe or Burpee White 
— not only for its fresh, crisp 
flavor, but because we foynd 
out, quite by chance, that its 
leaves are tender and tasty, 
cither raw in a mixed salad or 
cooked as you would spinach. 

★ 

The most important thing to 
remember in the growing of 
tasty radishes is this: You 
cannot leave them In the 
ground indefinitely until you 
are ready to pul! and eat 
them.

This is undoubtedly the rea¬ 
son why so many readers 
complain of hollow, spongy, 
wormy, woodg or peppery rb- 


dishes — they leave them too 
long in the ground.

For this reasem, I think it is 
foolish to sow many radish 
seeds at any one time. I have 
known novices to sow a whole 
packet of seeds in one go, and 
of course, they all matiir^ at 
the same time, creating a 
glut. 

little and often is the gold¬ 
en rule for sowing radish 
seeds, and in our family we 
put down cmly three or tour 
dozen seeds every weekend 
through the spring and sum¬ 
mer months, spacing the 
seeds IH inches apart in the 
row. • 

In this way. we have a 
small new batch reaching 
their i)eak cd crunchy 
goodness every week through 
the growing season.

stiff in the process?

A rebel against the system 
has popped up rather spectac- 
\ilarly in the news. Using the 
name of Jason Scott Cord, 
borrowed from Harold Rob¬ 
bins’ The Carpetbagger, our 
academic- antihero was admit¬ 
ted into Harvard Law School 
with the help of an absolutely 
first-rate but imaginary tran¬ 
script of records. 

Since college credentials 
are a kind of fantasy, why not 
go all the way? A glamorous 
figure in beard and tinted 
glasses, driving a silver-blue 
Mercedes, ' Jason" spoke ca¬ 
sually of being a paratrooper, 
a CIA agent, All-American 
football player, Rhodes schol¬ 
ar — just in case being a Har- 

What innocence! What cyni- 
vardman was not enough, 
cism! Jason is a moderfHiay 
versitm of Julien Sorel in The 
Red and the Black who decid¬ 
ed that success is the ultimate 
impersonation. 


Has this Jason — now under 
a grand jury indictment for 
his golden fleecing — given 
the whole show away? 

Maybe they wouldn’t agree 
with his method, but do a lot 
of college students (along 
with their parents) agree with 
his premise that all the 
world s a Grade B movie 
stage and the only point is to 
get the part of the duke 
rather than the scullery boy?

If being educated — the 
thirst to learn, the passion to 
understand — finally means 
no more than acquiring nego¬ 
tiable currency trf cash in. 
then making the certificates 
cheaper or less time-cemsum- 
ing to acquire won’t really 
make much difference. We 
will still be treating life like a 
game of Monopoly. 

"If I had only been less 
taken in by appearance." 
cried Sorel at the end. And 
something like this is the 
problem-behind-the-problem. 

Picking up their college de¬ 
gree in one hand and their 
Mercedes keys in the other, 
all the Jasons cry, "Make me 
admired" instead of 'Teach 
me what ia admirable,” which 
ought to be the final purpose 
of education. 

But the point is. it takes 
an educatfon to learn that.

In English, we have only 
the (me word "man" to cover 
both cases: when we speak of 
"the brotherhood of man," we 
imply also the sisterhood of 
woman and the sibllnghood of 
humans under the parenthood 
of God. 

But, just as English lacks a 
convenient pronoun signify¬ 


ing "his or hers.” so our lan¬ 
guage i*!^ also deficient in 
specifying "man" as an ab¬ 
straction or as a gender. 

The word ■’chairman." for 
Instance, really mean.s 
"chairperson;” but only if we 
under.stand the "man" jart in 
the generic sense.

I fear the movement can 
make- itself ridiculous by 
going to linguistic extremes to 
get Hd of the suffix, "man" 
everywhere it can be found. 
* Some usages are indeed 
symbolically important, and 
others merely trivial. (For in¬ 
stance. I hafipen to think it 
important that children learn 
the Lord’s Prayer as "our 
parent who art in heaven" 
for any kind of deity is olv 
vously beyond sex.)

What complicates the theo¬ 
logical picture in C^hristianity 


is that the messiah of (his 
religion presented himself as 
a man. not as a woman or a 
neuter. 

So Jesus is referred to as 
"our Lord," not as "our 
Lady,” even though theologi¬ 
cally the divine essence of 
him was beyond sex. race, na¬ 
tionality or any earthly dis¬ 
tinctions. 

(This is precisely why the 
ancient Hebrews forbade any 
image or depiction of Jehovah 
to be made, an pain of the 
gravest penalties. 

It was to stre.ss the, fun¬ 
damental aspect of their mon¬ 
otheistic God: that, although 
referred to as "He” for lin¬ 
guistic convenience. God w-as • 
above ’ and' beyond every 
human exception that might 
he visually illustrated.)

raising party for ERA, at 
which Gloria Steinam was the 
guest of honor.

(Friday’s budget announced 
that acute care daily rates 
will be raised from $1 to $4, 
while extended care rates go 
up from $1 to $7 daily.) 

Interviewed after the meet¬ 
ing in the Oak Bay junior 
high schod, Broadb^t ex¬ 
plained that the hikes. W'hich 
he described as a completely 
retrograde step, were totally 
foreign to the medicare con¬ 
cept that people should not 
have to pay daily for being 
sick.

"If the cost to us increased, 
we, of course, should ha\*c the 
opportunity to recover it from 
the consumer,” Burger stal¬ 
ed.

The people who 
made Pinocchio — a new 
musical version of the fairy 
tale to be seen at 8 p.m., Satur¬ 
day on CBS ** are hoping it will 
beoMne one of tho^ family- 
viewing perennials that can be 
replayed year after year and 
profit after profit. 

Jack Wohl, high-powered in¬ 
dependent producer and 
former Laugh-ln writer, is cer¬ 
tainly bubbling over with great 
expectations for Pinocchio. put 
together by the Rothman-Wohl 
production' company he and 
partner Bernard Rothman 
founded four years ago. 

Wohl and Rothman got the 
idea two years ago of casting 
Sandy Duncan in the role of the 
marionette who becomes a lit¬ 
tle boy, after they produced her 
Sandy Duncan at Disneyland 
special. The team had also 
worked with Danny Kaye, 
producing Danny Kaye’s Look- 
In at the Metropolitan Opera, a 
CBS children's special, late 
last year, and they decided 
Kaye was a natural for the role 
of Gepetto, the woodcarver 
who puts Pinocchio together. 

Kaye, Infrequent on televi¬ 
sion in recent years, im¬ 
mediately took to the idea.

Nova considers What Time Is 
Your Body, in an encore 
program. March28at8:00p.m. 
(rebroadcast April 4 at 1:00 
p.m.) on Public TV 9. Ac- 
('ording to this study, human 
beings possess an internal 
biological clock which 
regulates a wide variety of ac¬ 
tivities. 

The clock runs ori a circadian 
rhythm, with roughly a twenty 
four-hour period. Work ef¬ 
ficiency, sex drives, and 
alcoholic tolerance all vary 
within this time period — 
meaning there are best and 
worst times for performance 

Disturbances in the clock — 


such as "jet lag” — can often 
hdve serious consequences: in 
fact, flies whose clocks are 
continually reset as If they 
were clianging time zones die 
young. 

Nova examines people who 
have spent weeks and months 
in total isolation — with no ex¬ 
ternal clocks to rule their 
bodies. Under those conditions, 
humans tend to "free run.” 
averaging 25‘/a hours Instead of 
24 hours in a "day.”

Clifford 
Odets' passionate plea fcH* love 
and understanding at a time in 
American history when a peo- 
ple’i philosophy was the 
American Dream, while their 
reality was economic collapse, 
will presented Wednes^y, 
Marm 31 at 9-11 p.m. on CBC- 
TV. 

Paradise Lost was Odets' 
favorite play; he called it 
"velvety.” It was first per¬ 
formed by New York’s Group 
Theatre. Harold Clurman, ar¬ 
tistic director of Group 
Theatre, wrote recently on the 
play in the New York Times. 
"Much happens, yet there is lit 
tie formal plot. Its people . . . 
are lost in the disarray of the 
times, a world falling to pieces. 
The financial crash with its at¬ 
tendant moral panic, is swiftly 
destroying (he comfort and 


confidence which was their 
paradise . . . They wander 
about their home In feverish 
disquiet: they seem to be grop¬ 
ing in a dlmiight, like shades of 
a previous existence . . .

(he final product but of (he ac¬ 
tual dynamic process ' 

In our society. It Is now 
recognized that children are 
one of the most creative, spon¬ 
taneous and Imaginative 
groups. Unfettered by the 
structured perceptions of adult 
life, children possess a 
boundless inquisitiveness' and 
unlimited access to the 
creative reservoir of daydream 
and fantasy. 

In The Creative ^irit. Rose 
examines creativity and 
childhood through the use of a 
doou-drama setting in which 
(wo children are filmed at play 
In an old attic. Surrounded by 
desks, drawers, dust, mirrors 
and junk, accumulated through 
the years, we see how children 
are predisposed to a special 
view of the world. 

Too many people,” says 
Rose, “accept the premise that 
creativity is scmiething we all 
lose as we grow older. Yet 
children continually put the un¬ 
iverse together with their own 
senses. They fantasize, 
daydream and have fun with 
it.”

Famed Actress Awarded Special Oscar

BEVERLY HILLS. Calif 
(NYT) — Til# VOIC6 Is old. but 
strofif. Her thoughts seem to 
waver at times, but then 
crystallite on a point, and 
Mary Plckford, who once ruled 
H(41ywood in a way that no one 
has since, becomes articulate 
and wistful. 

‘"Iliose days were fun. she 
said. *'and hard work.

'i’ve had a beautiful career. 
I could still be on the screen, 
you know. I’m far from being 
elderly. And I’m sturdy. I'm 
ready to go back to work, yes I 
am." the said. 

The actress, who will be 83 
years old next month, has lived 
as a virtual recluse for almost 
a decade, sharing with her 
third husband, Charles (Bud¬ 
dy) Rogers, and six servants an 
opulent estate called Pickfair 
where she and her second hus¬ 
band, the late Douglas Fair¬ 
banks, reigned as virtual 
monarchs of the silent screen 
for 13 years. 

She has been selected to 
receive a special honorary 
award from the Motion Picture 
Academy of Arts and sciences 
March 29 ’ in recognition of her 
unique CMitribution to the film 
industry and the development 
of film as an artistic medium." 

It will be her second Oscar. 
She received another in 1928. 
almost 20 years after she began 
her film career, for Coquette. 
In the second year of the 
Academy Awards.

She prefers, sba 
has told her husband and 
friends, for tbs public to 
remember her as she looked 50 
or 60 years ago. when, in more 
than ^ films between 1909 and 
1933, she invariably pOTtrayed 
a sweet, spunky, innocent and 
wholesome young girl with 
golden treasses. 

She was called "America’s 
Sweetheart." and earned more 
than $l million a year in her 
prime and achieved a level of 
popularity probably never 
matched by any single star 
since then. Hidden beneath her 
golden curls, all agreed, was a 
business brain as sharp as any 
on Wall Street.

home, she recognized her value 
to the early movie makers, and 
picNteered the practice of stars 
producing and distributing 
their own films to tap the hugs 
profits of stardom.

distribution company that she 
sold in 1958. She also invested 
extensively in California real 
estate and elsewhere. 

She is now one of the richest 
women in America. Estimates 
of her wealth range from $30 
million to more than $50 mil- 
Hon. 

Her unique role in the history 
of American entertainmmt, 


her years of seclusion, and her 
failure to appear in public for 
cloaa to a dwade have created 
an air of mystery about her. 

Rogers and friends say that 
sha now weighs about 97 
pounda, about 15 pounds less 
than she did 20 years ago. that 
she must use a cane to get 
around, and, according to one 
person who knows her, ‘ baa 
some good days, and some bad 
days." PerkxbcaUy, she suf¬ 
fers from periods of depres¬ 
sion. but is said to be io good 
sf^rits most of the time. 

Miss Pickford said that 
perhaps her favorite pastime 
was watching television — par¬ 
ticularly old movies starring 


old friends. Occasionally, re¬ 
cent movies are brought to 
Pickfair to show on one of its 
two studio-quality projection 
systems. She rarely asks to see 
her own films. 

"Mary's not as active as sha 
used to be, but that's natural." 
said Rogers, the one-time band 
leader who married Miss 
Pickford in 1937 and is 11 years 
younger than she is. 

"We go out. we take drives to> 
the beach; she spetufs some 
time around the pool, and she 
sees all of her friends." he 
said. "She doesn't see people 
she doesn’t like. She Just sees 
those she loves." 

Asked why sha kept to 


herself at her six-acre estate 
on a mountain-top overlooking 
Los Angeles. Miss Pickford 
replied: 

"Because I'm so happy 
here." 

"Ob. I'm busy." she con¬ 
tinued. "I keep in touch with 
quite a few of my friends. Lil¬ 
lian Gish comes to Pickfair, 
and Colleen Moore — they 
all come to see me." 

Often during such meetings, 
she said, the talk turns to the 
past. Asked whether she mis¬ 
sed the days of h^* filmmaking 
and stardom, she paused only 
briefly, then said'wUh 
emphasis: "Of course I miss 
them."

Helter Skelter

(NYT) — In the tense that all 
traces of a discernible per¬ 
sonality seem to have been sue-. 
cessfully obliterated, Steve 
Austin may be prime-time 
television’s first truly por¬ 
nographic figure. He Is, of 
course, ABC's “Six Million 
Dollar Man" and, as 
monotonously activated Lee 
Majors, Is the supreme 
electronic lummox. Devoting 
precisely the same degree of 
blank-faced attention to all ac¬ 
tivities — eating, flirting, kill¬ 
ing for the OSI, his 
government-agency employer 
— Steve could be the ideal sym¬ 
bol for the 1970'8. In any case, 
the series Is one of very few on 
ABC' to make the Top 20 pop¬ 
ularity chart. And It is report^ 
that the program attracts TV’s 
highest percentage of children 
viewers. 

What, then, does the network 
do for an encore? Without so 
much as a blush, the program¬ 
ming wizards have now un¬ 
veiled “The Bionic Woman ’ to 
fill a scheduling vacuum on 
Wednesdays at 8 p.m. She is 
Jaime Sommers, once engaged 
to stolid Steve back in their 
hometown of Ojai, Calif. 
“Home of the American 
Astronaut "). Like Steve, she 
has been critically injured in 
an accident. Also like Steve, 
she has been pasted back 
together with new body parts, 
courtesy of “revolutionary 
cryogenic techniques." For the 
moment, because of minor 
brain-ceir and memory 
damage, Jaime remembers 
Steve, but “it's mostly in my 
head, not my heart” 

The producers, though, are 
obviously reserving the option 
to reunite the couple, if 
audience research proves 

'positive” Assuming that all 
those new body parts are 
capable of meshing nicely, a 
future “Bionic Baby ’ is not en¬ 
tirely out of the question. 

Based, apparently rather 
loosely, gn a Martin Caiden 
novel called “Cyborg." these 
bionic excursions are actually 
rather clever variations on the 
old comic-strip favorites of

Superman and Wonder Woman. 
Steve Austin may not be faster 
than a speeding train, but he 
can perform feats of strength 
and endurance far beyond the 
capacities of the average 
sedentary viewer. Nervous 
about his special powers, he 
must make special efforts to be 
good and gentle. He may not 
always succeed, but the inten¬ 
tion is consistently noble. It is 
time, in other words, for fan¬ 
tasy. 

In true comic-strip style, 
both “The Six Million Dollar 
Man” and ”The Bionic 
Woman" are reduced to un¬ 
complicated pictures with 
audio blurbs for dlalc^ue The 
same tec’hnique was used In the 


old-fashioned serial cliff- 
hangers that used to be shown 
at ^turday movie matinees. 
The actors are required to con¬ 
tribute not performances but 
pictorial arrangements. 
Everyone is deadly serious 
while reciting lines drenched In 
banalities. Simple “panel” suc¬ 
ceeds simple panel, and every 
19 minutes or so. hero or 
heroine performs some 
superhuman act to the sound of 
spooky electronic reverbera¬ 
tions. 

"The Bionic Woman.” 
however, may face some 
audieni'e-building difficulties. 
Jaime Sommers is played by 
Lindsay Wagner, a t^all, 
strikingly attractive blonde 


who seems incapable of 
reaching the heights of total 
anonymity scaled by Lee Ma¬ 
jors. Miss Wagner trails dis¬ 
tinct traces of a personality, 
perhaps even of a sense of 
humor. She disturbs the lifeless¬ 
ness of the comic strip. In ad¬ 
dition, the character of Jaime 
Is noticeably wotoly In spots. 
Becoming intimate with 
Steve s mother, she asks, "Can 
I say something, just between 
you and I, Helen?" One prays 
that she isn’t teaching English 
grammar to those problem 
children. In fact, as oHen hap¬ 
pens when confronted with 
lowest - common • denominator 
television, one simply prays 
that it won't reach ^idemic 
proportions.

One of the more obvtous truths of which mao seems least 
aware is that his reactions to the enviroment in which be was 
born and raised color his perceptions of the rest the world 
for the remainder of bis life. I forget the name of the 
nineteenth-century Englidiman who said in effect that the 
whole of Canada was not worth a damn because Its salmon 
would not rise to the fly, but be was only an extreme exam¬ 
ple of a widespread human tendency. (Partial perc^ions 
can work in reverse, too. If the gentleman in question had 
been anxious to qiiit his native hearth and hcwne, be might 
well have been delighted with our persnickety salmon.) 

The other day I was leafing through the second Issue of 
The Squatchberry Journal, a new and very regional publica¬ 
tion. a^ was struck by tt>e way in which most of its poet con¬ 
tributors. nearly all of whom were bom and raised 
somewhere else, wrote about a particular tree, a certain far¬ 
myard. a specific midnight, and so on. Yet the one poet who 
originated in the area (Juliet Franczyk of Caramat and 
Geraldton in the wilds of Northwest«‘n Ontario) produced 
lines like these: “The laws of nature and the will of God ~ 
Ihey mould the earth to what it is and will be — Time will 
always rule and leave her mark upon this well-trodden sod — 
And make for man his ultimate destiny." 

Well. 1 dm’t want to make too much of one small exam- 
Pte. but I do think that it points up an interesting fact about 
so-called “regional art": the native variety is strong on 
“sour*, w the attempt to exiM^ess the region’s essence; 
srhereas the imported article tends towards external obser¬ 
vation and analysis. 


Gary (^eddes. in the Introduction to his recoit collection 
of writings of t^ Canadian Northwest, Skookum Wawa, 
quotes Emily Carr as saying. "... what they have to ex- 
! over there (in the “Old World’’)^ not the same as we 
ave to express here. It is different. The spirit is different." 
And Emily Carr, as we all know, determined to keep on 
struggling until she had created a new way to express the 
spirit of her region. For her, mere observation, however 
dear-eyed, could never be enough. 

The selections in Skookum Wawa range from early 
historical writings (Captain George Vancouver, Alexander 
MacKenzie. Chief Maquinna) to a three-line poem by 2&- 
year-old John Marshall titled “Seymour Inlet Hoat Camp: 
Domestic Scene’ (“Mother is sewing—father’s—thumb 
back on’’). Ihe early writings in particular fall Into the 
outsider-observer cat^ory, but most of Geddes' other selec¬ 
tions are satisfyingly and revealingly close to the land and 
its peoi^e. 

Elsewhere Geddes has argued for “recognition that 
literature derives greater significance from its regional, or 
local roots than it does from shared national experience, es¬ 
pecially in a country like our own which is so young, so vast, 
and so geographically and ethnically various." It’s a claim 
that’s hard to fault after reading, in Skookum Wawa, Emily 
Carr on her Indian friend Sophie, Earle BImey’s “David”, 
Pat Lowther’s “(^st Range”, Laura Berton's “Tales of the 
KkMidike." or Roderick Haig-Brown'i “Let Them Eat Saw¬ 
dust." 

★ ★ W 

So for the time being, at any rate, Geddes Is probably 
right. “Shared national experience" ^ould be the inevitable 
next step as surely as urban development follows the trail- 
blazing of pioneers. Imt (Canada’s futtre as a nation now 
seems so precarious that an enlightened regionalism — In 
politics as in literature — is perhaps the best we can hope 
for. (Well, they say that while there’s life there’s still hope.) 

Politics and literature, whatever anyone else may tell 
you. share a good deal of common ground. To get down to the 
grass roots of the matter, It’s sheer concern for the land 
which animates both the regicmal writer and the intelligent 
voter. What is the literary ambition of the regional writer 
but to express the spirit of the Uod. and what it our popular 
nationalism but the determination to preserve it? 

So if you happen to hail from the Ptairies, or maybe the 
Canadian Shield, read Skookum Wawa as receptively as you 
can. It’s wdl worth reading for anyone who wants to know 
what it feeb like to have the Pacific region in one's 
bloodstream. (If you already know, you’ll find the book full 
of lively moments of recognition.) 

For Canadians at this point in time, shared regional ex¬ 
perience probably deserves at least as high a priority rating 
as bilingualism.

Some years ago Leonard 
Cohen claimed to be weU ahead 
of the “travelling pack of 
poets". Although hit remark 
was pretentious, it was evident 
that he was amongst a relative¬ 
ly small group of poets in this 
country whose work seemed 
likely to last. However, there 
are many poets in that pack 
who, according to my judg¬ 
ment, have overtake Cohen, 
passed him on the club-house 
turn and who are likely to leave 
him behind in the stretch. 

The racing analogy is mis¬ 
directed. since the writing of 
poetry is a long-distance ac¬ 
tivity; it’s only end, or goal, is 
the creation of an excellent 
poem, after which the poet 
goes rl^t back to the starting- 
gate. Poetry b a solitary pur¬ 
suit. a struggle between a man 
and his visions, a wrestling 
with the language itself. In that 
respect. It b Interesting to ex¬ 
amine the work of these three 
poets — one a fresh starter, 
another sll^tly underway, and 
the third a veteran runner — to 
speculate upon their present, 
and possible future, position In 
the race that never ends. 

I begin with the new starter, 
Don Domanskl. Domanski's 
art has a certain naivete, a 
stamp of innocence, sriiich 
often results In surprising 
metaphors and unexpected 
analogies that a more mature 
writer would be too embarras¬ 
sed to offer. His work, at 
times, sounds like that of a 
clever child, especially In its 
preoccupation with evil in its 
domestic forms. 

He talks easily of Satan and 
Lucifer, with whom he has had 
no real traffic, but with whom 
he has a certain fascination, as 
has the academic with the 
world of work. Even his self- 
conscious obliqueness and ob¬ 
scurity are a sort of in¬ 
dulgence. but one which can be 
more rewarding than the heavy 
literalness of many young 
poets. Beldam and Deserted 
Farmhouse, among others, 
speak of the disappearing, or 
vanished, past of our regions 
with something of the magic- 
realist eye of Colville or Roly 
Fenwick. 

Domanskl has the equip¬ 
ment, the poetic legs, to go a 
long way. but be lacks, at the 
moment, that depth which 
would put him ahead of his con¬ 
temporaries. What I do find en¬ 
couraging in Cape Breton Book 
of the Dead b that be has a cer¬ 
tain sense of economy, which b 
an asset and a Ibbility to him. 
He seldom over-writes, but he 
(^ten leaves his work as little 
more than notes towards 
poems rather than as finished 
products. As the rats in his 
po^ns begin to gnaw at his 
ankles, he will no doubt 
achieve a sudden burst of 
speed. 

Susan Musgrave, who b also 
in her twenties, h^ something 
of a head start (Hi Domanskl, at 
least in terms of exposure and 
puMication. H^ own situation 


seems to be almost the reverse 
of Domanski’s, if only on the 
surface. She has the ap¬ 
pearance of depth in her work, 
partially because she chooses 
to write of loneliness, despair, 
and death. Her poems re^ oi 
blood and rot; they also enjoy 
that sensual body- 
conscl(xisness that involves a 
reader. 

To a certain degree, she has 
capitalized, and the media 
have encouraged her in thb, on 
the fact of her odoleecent psy¬ 
chological stress, sucking 
melancholy from too many 
eggs. A sameness, a predic¬ 
tability results, so that her first 
collection. Songs of the Sea 
Witch, seems more significant, 
perhaps more honest, than sub¬ 
sequent books. 



MUSGRAVE 
... beyond means 

Where Domanskl lives within 
his poetic means. Musgrave 
lives beyond hers, particnilarly 
in terms of craft. She simply 
does not have enough of in¬ 
terest to say. or the equipment 
with which to say it. to justify 
the publication of so many 
poems. I don't want to suggest 
that her talent b small, or less 
important than that of 
Domanskl. Neither b the case. 
Poets should live beyond their 
poetic means, as surely as they 
have to live beyond their 
meagre financial means; no 
one would want to suggest 
otherwise. But the parable of 
the hare and the tortoise isn’t 
exactly out of pbce here. 

Musgrave’s Impstone begins 
with an epigraph from (lalway 


KInnell which Is more 
prophetic and wishful than It Is 
descriptive of the poems which 
follow ~ “Seeking love ... 
love without human blood In 
it." The new ground which she 
possibly wants to break may 
have to wait fcx* several books 
yet, because here again we are 
treated to familiar abstrac¬ 
tions: death, loss, evil, pain, 
failure. Here, too. there b a 
certain flat, matter-of- 
factness, which has become 
characteristic of her own work 
and that of other Canadian 
poets; instead of the speaking 
voice, or what Wordsworth 
hoped was the common 
language of men, we often get 
the impression of a poet speak¬ 
ing in hb least inspired voice, a 
rather chatty and monotonous 
early morning drone. 

At times this matter-of- 
factness releases certain im¬ 
ages that a more rigorous 
prosody would dissipate. But, 
more often, it encourages a 
poet to pay more attention to 
his randcHn thoughb and feel¬ 
ings than their role in the poem 
justifles. Such se^s to me to 
be the case in two potentially 
excellent poems, 'Die Gift and 
Skookumchuk. Tlie flat, laconic 
beginning of the former b In¬ 
terrupted by the intrusion of a 
hopefully tx^stering statement 
~“all choices being evil—and 
death in certainty ” — which 
serves to scuttle the poem 
before it geb fully underway. 

The next three stanzas 
regain my attention, rising to a 
certain power In the image, "I 
see an old eye—in the unborn 
brain," and a familiar pleasure 
in the obviously Atwood- 
n^ired lines: 

It’s hard to r^use 

Happiness when love b the 
only 

alternative. 

“Skookumchuk," Musgrave's 
tribute to, and identification 
with, Emily (^arr, begins flat- 
tootedly, moves throu^ certain 
by ROW embarrassingly familiar 
references to attempted suicide 
(a thing (^arr never played with), 
but somehow arrives at a splen¬ 
did observation about the 
painta*: “She palnte—the unex¬ 
posed Ain — the masks behind 
— kss." lUs. of course, b 
Musgrave’s version of (^arr, but 
in the context of the poem it 
works. As Picasso sai<l to the 
person who did not thiidc that 
Gertrude Strin iooked at all like 
hb paintings of her: She will. 

Musgrave’s poems are ex¬ 
citing, like a glimpse of 
something exotic, forbidden. 
But they vanish almost Im¬ 
mediately, except for a few

In the l(Hig run, to return to 
our race image, A1 Purdy 
seems to be well ahead of these 
two contenders, particularly In 
terms of the number of excel¬ 
lent, truly moving and 
memorable poems he has writ¬ 
ten. 

Purdy has found hb voice, a 
robust, at once elegiac and 
ironic voice, capable of saying 
big things by way of under¬ 
statement or of saying almost 
nothing with grace and humor. 
He began in traditional poetic 
garb, but In the bte ’5()s and 
early '60s forged a language 
and style uniquely hit own, 
whic^, like hb own description 
of hockey, is a “combination of 
ballet and murder." 

His space is very much of 
this century, “the brief prelude 
to infinity," where the poet 
must take himself with half-' 
seriousness, knowing that 
heroism and self-indulgence 
are absurd since “everything 
ends in a pot-belly." 

Purdy's new paperback 
selection. The Poems of A1 
Purdy, hardly needs descrip¬ 
tion. All of his best poems are 
there and have already been 
the subject of numerous 
reviews, frequently 
anthologized, and even more 
often discussed in cla^rooms. 
At his best he speaks ccmvin- 
cingly of our age, a time of 
transition and unease. 

He Inherib and deepens the 
visi(Hi of Pratt's Towanb the. 
Last ^ike, our great, almost 
Schweikian mock-efHc. Like 
the worker in Wilderness 
Gothic, risking his life in an 
age without faith, to r^air a 
church spire, a monument to 
the past, Purdy hangs there, 
precariously, “hammering and 
fitting God's belly-scratcher ’

Ai I am raminded almost every week, It it 
Impossible to write a column without saying 
something that will offend someone; Impossi¬ 
ble to drop a sentence without It falling on 
someone's toe. 

So I am no longer surprised when a reader 
writes to say that 1 have disappointed or 
angered him; but 1 am constantly surprised 
by the things that have this effect. 
f My all-time favorite Is a letter, which I 
still treasure, written In 1968 following my 
review oi a book dealing with the battle ot 
Waterloo. This lengthy, vitriolic letter from a 
well-known B.C. author took me to task for 
saying that Hougouroont was held all day by a 
force of Prussian exiles. 

"The chateau, kitchen garden and 
orchard," he wrote, "were hrid by com¬ 
panies of the Scots Guards and Irish 
Guards." He then thundered: "lhat state¬ 
ment of yours about Prussian exOes holding 
Hougoumont is an insult to the men of the 
Guards ... I think you owe some explanation 
to your readers .. 

Written and verbal brickbats are an oc¬ 
cupational hazard and. in this part of' the 
world, one gets used to being attacked for a 
Y comment on something that happened as 
recently ss 160 years ago; but 1 hadn’t fore- 
aeen being rounded on for commenting on 
event8*that happened some 600 years ago. 

A few weeks back I reviewed a book about 
chivalry In the Middle Ages and went to some 
pains to point out that in reality chivalry, as 
understo^ and practised then, was nothing 
like the modem dictionary definition. 

I seem to have touched a raw nerve and, 
Judging by the req>onse. southern Vancouver 
Island has almost as many flower-of- 
knii^thood worshippers as It has Scottish 
nationalists and. as my B.C. author would 
protest, I have Insulted the Crusaders and all 
knights in rusty armor.

My heralds are en mute to Westminster 
Abbey to tender apologies to the effigies. 
Meanwhile, I am aborted by knowing that 
not only are reviews being read but readers 
have actually found the book pages. 

Those who were Incensed by my remarks 
about chivalry should read Margaret Wade 
Labarge'i biography of Henry V, that 
paragon of knightly virtues. It will help them • 
to gain perspective. 

The American-born. Oxford-educated. 
Ottawa-based author has produced a scholar¬ 
ly work founded on intensive study and visits 
to the sites of Henry’s military and 
diplomatic duels. 

Her Henry emerges on two levels: tha 
familiar king of the history books ^ Intena^ 
religious, astute In statecraft, cautious and 
courageous In battle, and Just according to 
the mores ISth century western Europe; 
and at the same time complex, introspective, 
humorless, and completely callous and brutal 
fdlowing any real or imagined slight to his 
dignity. 

Henry spent most of his nine years’ reign 


waging war in France, which he believed was 
bis by divine right. 'Thanks to the schisms 
among the French nobility as much as his 
own considerable generalship, he achieved by 
conquest the Treaty of Troyes whereby be 
was acknowledged as heir to Charles VI of 
France. 

Old and ailing Charles survived Henry, 
who died at 35. by two months thus shattering 
the latter's dream of uniting the kingdoms of 
France and England under his own 
sovereignty. 

The merit of this book is the way that Mrs. 
Labarge. quoting extensively from contem¬ 
porary sources, gives a graphic picture oi 
warfare in the age of chivalry. 

Chivalry, we learn, although chiefly a 
matter of strange rituals, personal chal¬ 
lenges, parleys, and pledges of honor, con¬ 
sisted also of sending heralds to warn your 
enemies of your intentions unle.ss they sur¬ 
rendered, which chivalry forbade them to do, 
and then — because refusal was an insult to 
dignity — righteously carrying out the 
original intention with ruthless barbarism. 


At Agincourt, the scrupulous research of 
Mrs. Labarge confirms, the chivalrie Henry 
V, fearful lest his prisoners should assault his 
weakened army from the rear during the 
threatened second French cavalry charge, 
ordered them all to be massacred. Elsewhere 
the chivalrous French nobles were either 
held for ransom or butchered, while the 
English soldiery pillaged and raped their 
way across the land 

Despite the fact that Mrs. Labarge’s 
academic presentation is often tedious, as a 
student of English history 1 am indebted to 
her for her detailed thoroughness. But I found 
I Just couldn't take the book seriously — and 
the fault. J hasten to add. is mine, not hers. 

Henry’s boyhood, spent among a bewilder¬ 
ing Array of characters and plot-counter-|4ot, 
at a time when his father. Henry IV (Part 2), 
reigned precariously and only nobles counted 
and the common people were expendable, 
was difficttlt to take seriously^when it so- 
reminded me of 1066 and All That. 

Later on, in France. I began thinking of 
the musical, The Desert Song, and of 
Flanders and Swann singing about Ar- 
magnac, Burgundy and Beaune. 

And all the way through I was unable to 
visualize the slim, moody, frail Henry of 
reality, particularly during the set-piece bat¬ 
tle of Agincourt. Despite all his well- 
cbronicled deeds, he never fully comes alivo 
In these pages, and like most people I am- 
tinue to Imagine him as fashioned by 
Shakespeare and embodied by Laurence 
Olivier. 

In self-defence, f must end with a war¬ 
ning: no letter of protest will bo 
acknowledged unless the writer can prove 
that he has read this book!

Dazzling Dylan 

By MARILYN BOWERING 


Dylan Thomas, one of the 
finest lyric poets of the cen¬ 
tury. died at the age of 39 In 
1953 leaving behind, as well as 
his poems and prose, a legend 
of a life that seems fictional 
Itself. 

He was known as an "enfant 
i terrible." given to equally 
furious bouts of excess and 
penance, culminating with his 
death during the fourth of his 
self-immolating American lec¬ 
ture tours. 

He was lecherous and 
faithful, morose and 
gregarious, partly the victim of 
the expectations of others (the 
Artist should be outrageous — 
and so he was). His contradic¬ 
tions. Sinclair tells us. spouted 
from a consciousness made of 
equal parts Welsh non¬ 
conformist suburbia and the 
older bardic-minstrel heritage 
bequeathed to him by his 
father, an unrealized poet 
himself. 

Dylan left school at 16. 
always clear, it seems, as to 
hi.H commitment to poetry. He 
sold poems In London, did 
some hack work, was an ar¬ 
rogant reviewer and fairly 
well-known personality by the 
time he was 19. 

Sinclair's thesis is that Dylan 
was nurtured by a dull, rural 
Welsh homelife, that he could 
only write in that atmosphere, 
but that restlessness and dis¬ 
satisfaction led him to 
debauches in the city from 
which he would creep home to 
recover. 


He would retreat to the 
bosom of mother Wales even as 
later he retreated to his wife 
Caitlin and his children, who 
provided stability and 
anchorage In his wanderii^, 
restiess life. He was usually 
discontent, bored in the 
country, homesick in the city, 
moving back and forth like a 
displaced cat. 

He lived In poverty, his adult 
life measured by a stream of 
letters asking funds, advances 
and Jobs from publishers, 
friends, employers. He worked 
as a script writer and. in the 
later years of his Ufe. as a 
broadcaster for the BBC. 
which. Sinclair remarks, was 
niggling In payment and often 
unappreciative of him. 

Though Sinclair's is an affec¬ 
tionate look at the poet, it is far 
too simplistic and superficial 
to be of much value to those 
who read and like Dylan 
already and presg^-too Uttle 
substance for thoselbokingfor 
an introduction. 

The book’s charm, and its 
flaw too. is the author's 
nearness to his subject. 
Sinclair writes In a style which 
is almost Dylan paro^, giving 
us such memorable phrases as 
the "keg-of-bitter end" in 
reference to Dylan's death and 
half-wit lines like "body 
snatching ... poetry from the 
corpse of his youth" and "the 
way to hell Is paved by good 
conventions." This stands 
poorly next to Dylan’s very 
real and biting wit.

What perhaps saves this book, 
lets us glimpse Dylan the 
person, are the photographs 
which enliven almost every 
page. We see Dylan growing 
more beer>’. less cherubic as 
time passes. We see his land¬ 
scape. his studios, his Caitlin. 
favorite pubs and friends and 
are startled now and then by 
rather Byzantine paintings by 
Augustus John and Alfred 
Janes. 

I understood nxM-e of the mis¬ 
guided. ill-concelved Brlmiin, 
who was Dylan’s Ineffectual 
American shepherd, from the 
two photographs of him with 
Dylan, than could be gleaned 
from the text. Caitlin, too 
emerges through tha 
photographs as the tough. Intel¬ 
ligent. loving women she un¬ 
doubtedly was, UHMigb Sinclair 
does, fortunately. let her speak 
in her own words throughout 
much of his book. Dylan is a 
constant, with photograph 
after photograph of him dangl¬ 
ing a Woodbine between his 
lips and (can It be. through 20 
years?) wearing the same 
sweater. 

Not quite a coffee-table book, 
not quite a biography, this book 
hovers in publishing’s no-man’s 
land. But if one loves Dylan It 
is worth the borrowing, even 
the buying, for a look.

A Half-loaf for Man 


Years ago. when I 8tuu*ed 
psychology, our textbook con¬ 
tained one of those visually am¬ 
biguous drawings that Gestalt- 
theorists delight in. At first 
Bight, it showed a rather smug- 
looking laboratory rat; but 
shift your focus, and lo! — it 
was a portrait of an ebullient 
B. F. 3kinner. 

That pretty well sums up 
^dnner’s image. Edgar Pierce 
Professor of Psychology at 
Harvard, high priest of the 
Behaviorist movement which 
dominates academic psy¬ 
chologizing on this continent, 
he has elevated principles 
drawn from laboratory experi¬ 
ments on rats and pigeons into 
a mechanistic philosophy of 
human life and a far-reaching 
"technology of behavior" 
aimed at manipulating and 
transforming the entire course 
of human destiny. 

His best-selling Beyond 
Freedom and Dignity aroused 
loud controversy among con¬ 
ventional liberal intellectuals. 
He was accused of confusing 
people with rats, of dismissing 
Justice and morality as mere 
meaningless fictions, 'and of 
(wesenting a blueprint for a 
wholesale dehumanizing of the 
human race. About 
Behaviorism is Skinner’s 
answer to these charges — an 
ambitious attempt to for¬ 
mulate an all-embracing 
philosophy of human behavior 
and its scientific analysis. 

Skinner accuses his critics of 
cliche-ridden thinking and 
muddled semantics. But the 
"philosophy" he presents 
niakes a depressingly thread¬ 
bare alternative. In place of 
the old mentalistic cliches he 
offers a new mechanistic one. 
"operant conditioning." Con¬ 
vinced that all distinctivelv

human behavior can be ex¬ 
plained In Its terms, he sup¬ 
ports his point by dogmatically 
Insisting that no analysis 
couched in any other terms can 
be counted as a satisfactory ex¬ 
planation. As an assertion of 
faith, this may do. but not as 
rational argument. 

Like most txplainers-away. 
Skinner is possessed by a single 
idea, which he pushes far 
beyond its natural limits. 
Operant conditioning Is real 
enough; but so are con¬ 
sciousness. freedom, and 
dignity — all of which he seeks 
to dmy in Its name. 

If this was mere academic 
theorizing, it wouldn’t matter 
much. But the limitations of 


Skinner’s vision become vitally 
important when his behavkMwl 
te<^nology is put to work, as It 
increasingly is. in schools, 
prisons, and mental institu¬ 
tions. Not that It somehow 
"dehumanizes ’ its subjects, as 
critics charge — on this point 
Skinner's defence is convinc¬ 
ing. But, more important, it 
supplies nothing to humanizs 
thm; and a refusal to supple¬ 
ment its techniques with 
warmer, more humane ap¬ 
proaches amounts lo 
dehumanization by default. 

Man cannot live by bread 
alone, as an abler philosopher 
than Skinner once declared. 
And even on the bread-and- 
butter level, all Behaviorism 
can offer is a rather hard half¬ 
loaf.
